by the timorouſneſſe of the adverſe Partic, 
had already ſctled to their owne affaires. 
That the Palatine buſinefſe did more and 
more decline, that the Prince his iriends, 
Companionsand Alliftants,fuſpended with 
fcare and doubr, and often deluded with 
hope of taking Armes inthe Caule of the Pa- 
latinate, were compelled by neceflity ro 
cave his Partic, and enter into new Confc&- 
deracics. That the Swedes and the French 


onely were yetremaining, whole loveand , 


alliance was to be accepted, with whom He 
ſhould joyne in Armes, and Counlcll, till 
with a potent and victorious Army, they 
might weary the Aultrians.

{ion was notto be neglected , that this Le-

Beſides, they ſaid, therewere ſome other 
cauſes that made the King demurre upon 
the matter, holding it unfit to take Armes 
with ynwalbed hands, and before hee had 
better ſetled his owne affaires; and tnat 
though ir was to be feared, that this Embal- 
{ie would be allo fruicleſſe , and unhappy, 
and in the meane ſcaſon the faire occaſion 
of warrc would benegleQed ; Yertthe King 
neverthelefle, ſhould thereby get this bene- 
fir; thar not onely the juſtice of the caulc, 
the innocency of his Nephewes,the pride of 
chcir encmics,andthe injuries done by them, 
would moreclcerely appeare; but that him- 
ſelfe alſo mult be juſtly excuſed , and com- 
mended, if after all experiments, and this 
laſt cndeavour ( which yet remained ) of 
making a Pcace by Treatics, he ſhould bee 
unwillingly forced to attempt another way. 


Theſe. and the like reaſons, mooved the deſer- 
vedly (tiled, moſt Wiſe and Moderate King, ro

runte! and Surri!, with all ipeed to Czlir, wich 
Dz rfeCt inſtructions for that negotiation. At the 
Ambaſlidors firſt arrivall in Germany, ſome things 
happened beyond hisexpectation; from whence, 
the more curious ſort of men, began to divinz 
forthwith of the ſucceſſe of his Embillie. 

For, firſt, he was compelled to bee an eye-wit- 
neſſe of the cruelties, practiſed upon the bodizs, 
and goods, of the miſerable Citizens, and inha>i- 
tants of Frazkesdal:,tor whom himſelfe became an 
 Interceflor. Some wereclapt in priſon, and con- 
{trainedby threats,and famine,to pay their unzjuit 
ranſomes : others vexed with extorlions, tributes, 
burthens, and ſervices, pined away for ſorrow 
the more he complained, and intreated for them, 
the ſharper was their viage; Nomercy could hee 
obtaine for them, by his ſuicand intrearies either 
from Cxſar, the King of H«#zary, their Miniſters, 
or the Spaniſh Ambaſſadors : no affurance thar 
thoſe Conditions which were granted them at 
their yeelding ſhould be obſerved ; bur from the 
time that he firſt pleaded for chem, "they were (as 
on purpoſe) uſed more harlv. And how then 
could he hope to obtaine the maine ſuit, when 
theſz rrifles were denyed him. 

Againe, when at Norimberg, heunderſtood by 

Tabs Taylor, who came from the Emperors Courr, 
thatthe King of Hugary, ( who wasthenat Noyd- 
linzen,1n Swaben, and going to the Imperiajl Ar- 
my) defired, that he would mzet him upon the 
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way, (as he ſeemed deſirous to ſpeake wich the 
Ambatlador) he ſent Taylor before him,to appoine 
the time,and the place of their meering,and ro 1n- 
forme him of what was done. Bur afrer ſome 
dayes waiting foran anſwere , he perceived in the 
end, the King did either ſeeme lefſe carefull of 
meeting him, then any other bufinefſe, orelſeto 
have meerely forgot it ; And yet more, neither by 
Letters nor Agent (which 1s the cuſtome, when 
the Ambaſſadors of Kings come tothe Proyinces, 
and Dominions of other Princes ) did hee yvouch- 
ſafe to greet him ; which waz accounted, a token, 
either of pride,or contempt,or inurbanity. 

At laſt, he found the King according to his fa- 
thers command and the writings drawen uy at 
Doparerth, (the very ſame time when they had ap- 
pointed to meet) giving,and delivering to the [e- 
ſuits,certaire conſecrated goods, lands, revenues, 
and intire Monaſteries, inthe Lower Palatinate;

When he came to Liztz (atowneof eminency 
in the upper Auſtria) where Czxfar then ab:-de,be- 
ing within few dayes after bound for Ratirboz, 
where the Septemvirart Counſell was aſſembled ; 
he was indeed entertain<d in great ftare,and mnch 

com- 
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complement, and had free and frequent acceſſe to 
Cxſar and the Empreſſe; but about rhe Cauſe he 
came to treatof, for many dayes, he found a {till 
filence. Nevertheleſſe,at laſt impatient of delay, 
he having more importunately urged it, Czxfar, as 
ſeeming deſirous to treat of the buſineſſe ſeri- 
ouſly, appointed certain Counfellors, who ſhould 
conferre with him; namely, the Biſhop of Years, 
Peter Henry — Vice» Chancellor of rhe 
Empire, and 1ſt: Gebhard a Civilian. Once they 
met, and no more, to wit, upon the 14. of the Ka- 
lends of Azgyft : for the Ambaſſador having pern- 
ſed the Commiſſion which the Emperour had gi- 
ven his Counſellours, for treating about this buſi- 
nefſe, found amongſt other inſtructions, this, That 
the King of Great Britaine , by 7ohz Taylor, had 
offeredto enter into, and ſettle an offenſive, and 
defenſive League, with his Imperiall Majeſty and 
the houſe of Auſtria, againſt the common ene- 
mies and adverſaries of that State. 

The Ambaſſadour knowing this to be falſe,and 
againſt the Kings repute, credit, and integrity ; ac- 
counted thar by vertue of his office, he was bound 
to vindicate the King, from this impuration, and 
to confute, and contradi& it . both by word and 
writing; And rhis was thecauſe which then hin- 
dred him from further diſcourſe with them; And 
thus he began ; 
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way, (as he ſeemed deſirous to ſpeake with the 
Ambaſlador) he ſent Taylor before him,to appoinc 
the time.and the place of their meeting .,and co 1n- 
forme him of what was done.

1n the upper Auſtria) where Cxſar then ab:-de,be- 
ing within few dayes afrer bound for Ratirbon, 
where the Septemvirar Counſell was aſſembled ; 
he was indeed entertain<d in great (tare,ard much 
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complement, and had free and frequent acceſſe to 
Cxſar and the Empreſfle; bur abour che Caule he 
came to treatof, for many dayes, he founda (till 
filence. Neverthelefle,at laſt impatient of delay, 
he having more importunately urged it, Czar, as 
ſeeming deſirous to treat of the buſinefſe ſeri- 
ouſly, appointedcertatn Counſellors, who ſhould 
conferre with him; namely, the Biſhop of Yiears, 
Peter Henry Stratendorff Vice-Chancellor of the 
Empire,and 1»ffs Gebhard a Civilian, Once they 
met, and no more, to wit, upon the 14. of the Ka- 
lends of Agxft : for the Ambaſſador having pern- 
ſed rhe Commiſſion which the Emperour had gi- 
ven his Counſellours, for treating about this buſi- 
nefſe, found amongſt other inſtructions, this, That 
the King of Great Britaine , by 7ohs Taylor, had 
offered ro enter into, and ſettle an offenſive, and 
defenſive League, with his Imperiall Majeſty and 
the houſe of Auſtria, againſt the common ene- 
mies and adverſaries of thar State. 
The Ambaſſadour knowing this tobe falſe,and 
againſt the Kings repute, credit, and integrity ; ac- 
counted thar by vertue of his office, he was bound 
to vindicate the King, from this impuration, and 
ro confute, and contradi& it . both by word and 
writing: And rhis was thecauſe which then hin- 
dred him from further diſcourſe with them; And 


chus he began ; 
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Theſe things (ſaid he) being fo 
unworthy , and altogether from 
the meaning, faith , and integrity 
of the K ings Majeſty, | have con- 
ceived,that it wholly appertaineth 
to my office. and the honour and 
dignity of his Royall Majeſty , to 
declarethe ſorrow ,, and griefe of 
mind which. I bave hence recel- 
V ed, both by word and writing, to 


your faigkrial Majeſty; prote- 


ſiting publikely, Thar, it 15 not 0N- 
ly againſt the intencion of my So- 


veraizne the King, nor can it bee 
ſpoken without ſome noce of 1gno- 
minie,that He hath of his owne ac- 
cord offered an offenſive and de- 
fenſive Leagve, to your [Imperial 
E's . and the whole houle of 
: -  Aulſltri- 
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Auſtria, againſt the enemies of 
that family: which cruely would 
tend both to the offence of the reſt 
of His Majeſties Confederates, 
who mighe thence take juſt occaſi- 
on of ſuſpition, and complaint, 
and might alſo oblige His Majeſty 
to what He cannot doe, with His 
honour and bonfcicnce , without 
great cauſe given by His Alles, to 
relinquiſh their neceſs:tude, and 
ſo involve himſelfein a perpetuall 
neceſsity of warre. 

But, if /obn Taylor the Agent 
for the King,my Soveraigne, Lock 
promiſed any fuch thing, or mini- 
ltred any ho pes of it,as j- 1s exprel- 
ly ſet downe, 1n the words of that 
C oAmifaion : : I muſtneeds ſpeake

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it, he hath done it without autho- 


rity, and is bound to givean ac- 


count, for that action. But if he 
be free from that imputation, ( as 
he proteſtech he 1 1s, affirming that 
he never ſpake buch words, appCa- 
ling withall to his branes, 
deliveredtothe Imperiall Court, 
what can lelle inferre,or ſay, But 
that there is a ſtravge affront, done 
both to the Ring,and me His Am- 
baſſadour, when to my face, by a 
publike eſcript {uch  *"OOOORAY 
ble and range things, arethruſt 

upon us © 
Thecale then being thus;I hum- 
bly beſeech your Imperiall Ma- 
jelty, that your wiſkedome would 
weigh, and ſo order this matter 
that 
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thatno ſuch thing,as may be 12no- 
minous and diſhonourable to the 
King , or my ſelfe,may bee done, 
written, or ſpoke : but that all ow 
lates BN circumſtances ſet apart, 
wee may come ſincerely to the 
matter, and,as ſoone as may bee, 
I may receive that anſwer which 
may be welcome, acceptable, and 
ſatisfactory to his Royall Maje- 
ſty, and may alſo beea token that 
the buſinefle 1s handled ſeri- 
ouſly, and with hope of good ſuc- 
cefle. 

C2ſer replyed herennto, by a large writing,and 
fall of words, both explaining his owne minde 
and opinion, and repeating our of the remem- 
| brances what ever at any erme had keene done, 
fayd,written,and treated to, and fro, concerning 


rhe matter,and forme ofthe - propounded league. 
And in the end concluded thus, 


All 
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_ Alltheſe things then being thus, 

as they are proved out of the Ori: 
ginall writings, which are alledged 
and may be {eene; and ſeeing Tear 
by them, it may eaſily appeare to 
any one, that neither his Sacrea 
Imperiall Majeſty, nor the moſt 
Tlluſtrious King of great Britaine, 
hadany intention to conclude an 
offenſive and defenſive League of 
one ſide onely, and onely again 
the enemies of one of them, but a- 
gainſt the common adverſaries of 
both Parties; ſeeing allo,that 1fthe 
concluſion had beene made onely 
againſt the enemies of one Party, 
It s EF" beene repugnant to the na- 
cure of fuch Conftederacies; and 
ſince otherwiſe the limitation and 

mode- 
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moderation of ſuch agreements 


ought to depend upon the treaties 
uſed in their confirmation;where- 
by 1s diſcovered what 1s agreeing 
to realon,and honourable,and be- 
ſeeming both Parties. And to 
conclude, when it cannot bee 
thought, that the equity, and good 
afte&tion of his Sacred and Imperi- 
all Majeſty, towards the Iliuſtri- 
ous King of Great ÞBritaine,vould 
deſire any thing of him, that 
{ſhould be contrary to his reputa- 
tion and dignity: His- Imperiall 
Majeſty doth confidently teleeve, 
that there 1s no man who will 
blame Him, that Hee would thus 
queſtion this matter, and with all 
gentlenelle ,explaine'i it; not deny- 


ing 
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| ing nevertheleſle, but that there 
may be ſuch moderation uſed con- 
cerning the often mettoned clauſe, 
as by a commen conſent may bee 
thought fit, to take away all occa- 
ſions of offence. 
| Bur for the principall matter , he wrote again= 
|. to this effect,

Majeſty,doth yet the more firme- 
ly continue the ſame gracious 1n- 
tention , and Rand to the ſaid de- 
claration, the rather, becauſe by 
the ſaid Lord Ambaſladour, and 
former Letters, and Commils1- 
ons, hee hath beene certified, of 
the good aftection of the moſt 
Hluſtrious mentioned King, 
( whe had no other than a faire 
and ſincere intention, in all for- 

mer 
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mer treaties, and propeſitionsto- 
wards himſelfe and his Princely 
family: Jro which will, and inten- 
ton, his Sacred Impernall M aje- 
{ty affirmeth he will be an{wera- 
ble, and fo remaine conſtantly, 

1dging it fit, that the matter of 
w back he Had Lene pleaſed, once 
to have made a Treaty, ſhould 
now alſoremaine -ſtabl.Cied. And 
yet moreover,ſeeing his often na- 
med Sacred Imperiall Majeſty, 
not bound by any Law, butmo- 
ved thereunto Ly his meere Grace 
and Imperiall mercy, and eſpect- 
ally by his affection and love to

ſelfe , inany of his writings , had 
ade mention of ſuch a Jeague, 
no not ſo much as by word: 
or familiar diſcourſe, unleſle 
ſome ſuch thing, might bee 
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in{crred,to have beene ſpoken out 
of the Late Relation of the Count: 


of Schonburg,the Imperiall Am- 


baſlador in Spaine; which never- 


thelefle, doth not inall things a- 
gree with the (pretended) offered 
cofederacy. Andait any ſuch thing 
ihould have happened 1n their 
privateconterence , yet it154 new 
and unheard of way of Ireaty; 


thatall things whichin a Ganilias 


diſcourſe,are propounded by pub- 
like miniſters, {hould be inſerted 


into publike 1nſtruments under 


the Seale, and afterwards objected 
againſt them. But yet, what ma- 
ner of Confederacy, and under 
what Conditions 1t was offered, 


by His Royall Majeſty, it did 


plain- 


— 
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plainely appeare , both by the 
words and meaning of the wri- 
ters and ſpeakers ; to wit, that, If 
his Impertall Majelty, regarding 
the interceſs1on of His Royall M - 
jxefty, ſhould reſtore the EleRorall. 
Palacinate, with the annexed dig- 
nity and liberties, and by chis 
meanes lay the foundation of a ge- 
nerall fetled Peace in the Empire; 
then His Royall Majeſty, would 
enter into a Covenant with His 
Imperiall Majeſty, and the Fam- 
ous Houſe of Auſtria,and with the 
Septemvirate and States of the 
Empire, for the obtaining of the 
Peace and generall tranquility,

Next herefuteth, and oppoſeth che propofiti- 


on and offer made by Ceſar,in ſtanding to his own 


Decree,or Declaration given to The Taylor, Febr. 
24. Anno 1636. ſaying ; 


T hat he 1n his propoſition, and 
firſt bill of remembrance, had 
plainely 
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plainely ſhewed, that the declara- 
tion was of ſuch condition,as could 
oivethe Ring no facisfaction, both 
becaule the things therein offered, 
were far infertour to His hope 


and expectation; 1n that the reſti- 
tution of the moſt Iliufſtrious 


Prince,the Electour, His Nephew 
was included and circumſcribed 
within the narrow compaſle of 
ſome one part of.

to the Atmbaſſadour, by which he was comman- 
ded, that ſceing there was no hope of obtaining 
the reſtitution of the EleCorall Palatinate upon 
indifferent tearmes ; to. teturne home, and leave 
Tobs Tyler inthe Cifarean Courr, When the Im> 
perialiſts faw the Ambafladour-ready to depart, 
they uſed all meanes of induſtry and art, to.de- 
taine him longer. And to this end the King of 
Hengary,the ſonne of Ceſar, who wisnewly come 
to the Dyer, ſtayed the Embafſadours purpoſe of 
| depar- 
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departing,by giving ſpecial! hope, that he would 
procure, that the treatiſe of reſfticurion , ſhould 
be brought to an happy iflue, and the Ambaſſa- 
dour ſhould have nocauſe of complaint or repen- 
rance, it he atrendednpon it a while longer. The 
Ambaſſadour therefore thought ir a point of 
diſcretion, to deferre his departure for ſome 
daies ; as well, char hee might try whether Ceſar 
would deliver any tearmes more indifferent and 
moderace ; as alſo, that hee mighr not bee juſtly 
charged, that hee was too haſty, and refuſed to 
heare thoſe things which to bee openly pro- 
pounded would be offered : But when the time 
was (till delayed, the matter being rranſmitred 
to the adviſe of the Ele&ours, whoſe opinions 
( as ic was given out) muſt firſt bee knowne,the 
Ambaſſadour having twice or thrice call-d upon 
them fur their reſolutions, and ſeeing himiſelfe 
ro attend in vame, went to the Eletours, the 
King and Ceſar,and bad them farewell, the 6*" of 

the ides of November. 

Ar his Op_ a new promiſe and hope was 
iven him, that before his going our of Germany, 
Sour ſhould be tranſmirred ro him, containing 
fach an anſwere, as ſhould come neerer to his 
demand3. At Noreimberg indeed hee received 
fome lerrers, and amongſt them , one to rhe 
Queene Elizabeth, bur upon the ſuperſcyiprion, 
there was purpoſely omitred the title of Ele- 
Qrefſe, and Princefſe Palatine, under a falfe pre- 
| 2.” cEXT 
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rexc, that this title 18 not tobe given Her by rea- 
fon of the offence of Her proſcribed husband. 
The Ambaſfſadour therefore wich indignation, 
and words of anger, ſent backe thoſe lecrers thi- 
ther from whence they came. And ſurely, ic is 
a matter of cruelty and injuſtice unheard of, ne- 
ver knowne amongſt Barbarians, never practiſed 
in thoſe bloody proſcriptions of Sy//a and Marin, 
nor underthe Triumvirat, that an innocent wo- 
man, for the crime of her husband, (how hay- 
nous and apparent ſoever ) ſhopld be deprived of 
the priviledges, goods dignirties, and titles, which 
ſhe had, and enjoyed before the offence done ; 
according to the dayly practice ( ſo it 1s preſu- 


' med) of the Czſareans, againſt che Queene of 


Bohemia, whoſe dowry is not onely taken from 
her, by force and injury , but they attempr alſo 
to deprive Her of her name, title, and dignity, 
which She had by marriage; when neyerthelefſe 
on the contrary part, it is alleaged, that her hu(- 
band was never convicted of the crime laid to 
His charge : and yer, unheard by Ceſar, (in his 
owne cauſe)un./efended.not called, Hee is unlaw- 
fully , unjuſtly, and forno cauſe, bur hatred, and 
deſire of reyenge, proſcribed. Bur to the pur- 
ole. | | 

: For a longtime, there was no newes of the 
anſwere promiſed to the Engliih Ambaſſadour, 
Ar laſt a paper drawne up the 14** of the ca- 
leads of February, ( adeclaration or notification, 

ye 
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ye may call it either) was ſent over into England: 
to this effect. 


That his Imperiall Maie- 
{ty, as ſoone as Hee knew the 
chieteſt dithculty which hin- 
dered this negotiation , from 
the detired effect of their more. 
necre alliance, and confedera- 
tion, depended on this.that the 
moſt ]lluſtrious King deſired 
ſome more ample ſatisfaction, 
concerning his Nephew in 
point of the Electorall digni- 
ty, had not intermatted , with 
much care to ſeeke. and finde 
out all thoſe meanes.,, which 
were requiſite for the paſsing 
of that difficulty,byconfterring 
of that bufineſſe both with the 
G3 2 Ttln- 
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f1loftrious Electoral Colledge, 


and with them, who were 
more particularly intreſſed 
therein, and without whoſe 
conſent < H1s affaires being as 
they are ) it ſtood not with the 
integrity of His Imperiall Ma- 
ieſty,to conclude. VV hen there- 
fore, ſome meanes were difco- 
vered, which gave fome hope 
that the foreſaid difhculty 
concerning the Electorall dig- 
nity ( though the Line of Will- 
am (ometrme Duke of Bavaria 
was ſtill remaming) m:ght be 
over paſſed, and ſome more 
ample ſatisfaction given tothe 
molt [[1uftrious King of Great 
Erirtaine, his Romane royall 

Majeſty 
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Majeſty would omit no time 
to ſignifie ſo much to /obn 
T aylor, Agent in that nego- 
tiation , for the King of Great 
Brittaine, and leſt there to 
that purpoſe, who thould 
acquaint his King therewit” 
as ſoone as might be, and 1+; 
knew how to provide, that 
a ſufficient Commuilſs1ion , to 
retreate, and conclude this 
buſineſſe of reftitution , and 
confederation , might be tran(- 
mitted eo him with all ſpeed, 
or given to ſome other, who 
(hould bee fent over for that 
diſpatch. 


And this is a briefe and compen4tary Relation 


of thoſe things which have beene done, ſpoken, 
3 and 


ot 
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and writtenon both fides in this folemne Ambaſl- 
fie. But now for the eaſter underſtanding of the 
conſequents, it is firſt to be obſerved; That the 
Engliſh Ambaſſadour, in the beginning of his Le- 
gation,in the firſt propoſition, and againe in ano- 
ther declaration torhe Emperour,made an excep- 
tion againſt that Decree of C2ſar ( as they call it ) 
of the 24. day of February, both by rejecting ic, as 
a nullicy,and frivolons:as alſo by ſhewing that the 
Conditions therein preſcribed, were, far beneath 


{ Khope and expectation , which the moſt Illn- 


itt, us King of England conceived, of the incire 
reſi tation of the Palatinare ; that is,as well of the 
Temrories, as theEle@orall Ofhce; and therefore 
mighr give juſt cauſe of doubt, and diftidence of 
ſuccefſe in the buſineſſe, and of ſaperſeding his 
endeavour by diſpatch of his Legation, unlefle 
that otherwiſe (and that by Taylor himſelfe, to 
whom that decree was delivered ) a more ample, 
berter ſe:-ſoned,and firmer hope and caution were 
giveninthe name of his Imperiall Majeſty, of a 
firme and full ſatisfation and gratification , con- 
cerning the reſticution of the Palatinate. 

And ſurely it is not to be queſtioned, that the 
moſt wiſe and mighty King, would ever have ſent 
His Ambafladour, for ſach jeiune and frothy Con- 
ditions; ſo full of diſhonour and prejudice , as 
were contained in that writing ; for unlefle He 
had a better and more certaine foundation of Hts 
hope, and beene induced by other arguments and 
perſwa- 
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periwafions, he would have ſpared His expence 
in ſo honourable a Legation. : 

Beſides; it is robe conſidered, that the Empe- 
rour.in his firſt anſwere which he give the Am- 
baſſadour at Ziztz, the go. day of ze did lilently 
acknowledge ; thar, that hope proceeded from 
himſelfe; becauſe, that then he ne1ther contradi- 
Red it, nor excepted againſt ir; and furcher, by his 
ſilence allowed that exceprion which the Ambaſ- 
ſfadour, the 18 of 1uze, had propounded againſt 
the ſaid Decree of the 24. of February,and acknows- 
ledged it to be grounded upon trueth and reaſon. 
Bur afterward, when he ſo confidently contra» 


dicted it-adding withall that H & ywondred 
upon what ground the Am- 
baſſadour ſuppoled, thathe ad- 
miniſtred hope either of more 
ample grace or fuller reſtituti- 
on.than what was contained in 


the often remembred Decree : 
It was a figne that hee reſolved not to vary from 
his firſt derermination , whatſoever any others 
might ſay,or beleeye to the contrary. 


Andnow it is worthy your labour toconſider, 
and enquire what, and of what quality , thoſe of- 


fers made by Ceſar were, which are ſo often repea- 
| red 
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ted, and are commanded to be eſteemed at fo high 
arace, and to be reputed, fora ſuigular kindnefle, 
and then under what conditions, they were to bee 
exhibited, and of whar qualitie thoie ihings are, 
which are againe required to bee performed, by 
the King. and Charles Lodowicke the Electour, in 
acknowledgement of ſo great a favour. | 


Firſt, the Emperour cfters to 
abſolve Charles Lodowicke from 
the Imperiall outlawrie,vvhich 
is derived upon him for his Fa- 
thers offence, to that end and 
purpoſe, that he may be rece1- 
ved to the ſtate and degree of a 
Prince of the ſacred Romane 


Emp1 re: Agoodly favour(queſtionlefle) for 
him, who is a Prince borne, and by the law of the 
Empireg,his owne priviledge and right of Primo- 
g-niture,an Eleftour;thar nor by his fathers favor, 
andthe way of inheritance, but proviſion of the 

Law,and Covenant of the firſt Atchievour,and by 
_ thepriviledge of his family doth ſacceed into the 
Ele@orare: If hee accept this offer of Czſars, in 
thar ſenſe it is profered. hee is forced to acknow- 
ledge, and confeſle firſt ; that the over haſtencd

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Ban againſt his father, was lawtull and juſt, and pro- 
mulgatedaccording to Law. Secondly, that the 
ſame proſcription ſtandeth alſo in force againſt 
 him,nootherwiſe. than it hee himſelte had beene 
proclaimed a proſcribed pcrton, and had neede of 
pardon.Eicher of which he could nor doe, but with 
prejudice to his moſt manifeſt righr, and by bran- 
ding both his blefſed father. himſcite,and his, with 
a notc of ignominy :Nor could he doit witha good 
confcience,or withour the crime of greateſt ingra= 
ticud-; both becauſe, he ſhould wound rhe honour 
andeſtimation of his facher, whileſt by his filence 
hee ſhould in a manner acknowledge and confeſſe 
him to have been a rebell,enemy, and rraytour ro 
his Imperial! Majcſtie,and therefore lawfully pro- 
ſcribed; 2s alſo becauſ> he is per{waded in his con- 
{cience,that his father is wronged and the Ban de- 
nonnced againſt him, is unlawfull and of no yali- 
ditic; andif it had been decreed,and pronounced? 
legally, yer it cannot reach his owne perſon, as be- 
ing innocent, and was borne long before the pro- 
ſcription publiſhed, havingatrained roarighc thar 
was acquired and not ſucceeding his father as the 
laſt poſfſefſor, bur the firſt parchaſer, by the fey- 
da'l and fundamentall law. Fora proſcriprtion. as, 
Anireas Gailins ( @ great Civilian, and lateral Tudge 
of the Impertall Chamber, Connſellonr #nto two Empe- 
rours, and ſometimes advocete for the Duke of Bavaria 
ſaith, 5» proveth , Lib.2. de pace publica. obſer.

Nor can hebee 
made ſuccefſor of another mans offence. D. de pw- 
as ,C* per L.defunfio.D.depublicis judicits Of per L.1.

Se- 
condly, he ſhould be compelled to confeſſe and ac- 
knowledge, that hee is no Prince of the Empire, 
becauſe he hathneed to bee admirred into thator. 
der. But they who doe not eſfteeme him for a 
Prince of Germany, that is, of che Empire, muſt 
needs prxſuppoſe him, either to have beene a ba- 
ſtard,or ſprurg of ſome obſcure Race, and that his 
Parents were not Princes, unlefſe, they would call 
him a Prince of England, or Spaine,or Frarce, or 
ſome other Empire:bur this is falſe (unlefle that he 
may bre deſeryedly tiled a Prince of England a9 
being a Prince of that royal} blood) as the other is 
diabolicall. The rights of blood (7»quit /ex)cannot 
be taken away by any Civill Law, by which tht Out 
lawrie # brought in, L. jura. 8. D.de regul. juric. L. jw 
ogeation.34.D. depaFir. The fonne of the proſcri- 
bed Prince of Anhalr, though taken priſoner in 
the battell of Prague, neverneeded to be reſtored 
againe to the dignity of Princes; bur ever, evenin 
his captivity becanfe hin:{-Ife was nor proſcribed 
nor could the Ban of his Father, by any law, b-e of 
force againſt him, he was alwaies accourred, and 
calledaPrince,eyen by Czſar,and the lmperialifts 
though, 
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thongh, his Father was nor yer diſcharged of his 
proſcription ; So alfo,the ſonnes of Tohs Fredrick , 
&lector of Saxony, were accounted amongſt the 
' Princes,and acknowledged for Dukes of Saxony, 
and fo (tied, though their facher, was then pro- 
{cribed,and in captivity. And now, who can deny 
that the children of King Fredericke, the Counts 
Palatine, thar is, Princes of the Empire,ſhould be 
acknowledged, for perſonages of that dignicie ? 
The Emperour himſelfe calles them by no other 
name, nor otherwiſe can he call them. Bur it is 
ſufficiently knowne, what ic is to be a Count Pa- 
larine in the Empire, and ſprung from the EleQo- 
rali houſe of che Palatine. This name and title 
belongs tono other man, nor is given toany, but 
him onely that isa Prince: To be ſtiled che Coune 
Palatine,and reckon2d amongſt the Connts Pala- 
tine, is all one as to be a Prince of the Empire, in 
ſach a ranke, and degree as by the order of the 
Empire is granted, tothe Counts Palatine, which 
are the firſt and chiefe amongftother princes, The 
title of Count Palatine is of a higher efteeme in 
che Empire than that of Dakeand Prince. And 
therefore in the marſhaling of their ricles and dig- 
nities,the Princes Palatine preferre the name of 
Count Palatine before the title ofa Duke. Are not 
the Children of King Fredericke, fonnes ro the 
Neece of the King of Denmarke, by his Siſter? 
Are they not Princes of the royall blood of Eng- 
land? Ifchey haq nothing elſe ro ſhow, but this 
H 3 Prero» 
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prerogative of birth, andthe ſplendour of their fa” 
thersligage ſhonid adde no honour to them, who 
could deny thar they were Priaces? who durſt pre. 
ſome todiſpure.and rake away this privilege from 


them,derived unto them from their morher, their - 


Grand-morher. and their Great Grand-mothe ; 
all, bo:h Q1-eaes themſelves, and: Kings daugh- 
ters, for any {entence 2painſt cheir father? And 
therefore. by whatlaw,orgroundisicordered rhat 
Charks Lodowicke, the Electour, dorne Count Pa- 


| larine;and rhar, title lefſe than three yeeres before 


his facher was proſcribed, ſhould needto bee re- 
ſtored intothe number and degree of the Princes 


ofthe Empire ? It is grear cruel:y, to compel! the 


ſonne by his owne confeſhon, and acknowledge- 
ment,to iudge and declare his owne father, whom 
in his ſoale and conſcience he doth conclude guilt- 
lefſe, for a Rebel, Enemy, and Traytor to Czlar: 
bur, more cruelty if he be conſtrained, and enfor- 
ced, to confefſe himſelfe an offender , who is no 
way conſcious,of any oftence.nor by reaſon of his

infancy,could doe any, and fo deprive himielfe of 


his priviledges, digaity, and prerogative of his 


parentage. 

Bar ic being granted (which can never be pro- 
ved)rhar the father was a moſt hainous offendor, 
and had commitred tebellicn, and ricaſon, in the 
higheſtdegree. and was therefore juſtiy condem- 
ned to baniſhment, and deprived of a!l r1hrs and 


priviled;zes, yer this ſentence oughtro de no plea 
in 
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m barre, againſt his children,conceived. and borne 

before ſentence of their fathers proſcriprion,eſpe- 

clally,in thoſe things, which concerne thar diyni- 
ty, which was borne wich chem, their privil-gc of 

10bjlioe, and ſuch things as d:ſcend not from the 

perſon of the father, but are due nnto the by righr 

ofblood,the right of their family. by the covenant, 

and tranſmiſſion of their fore-tarhers, and bv the 

diſpoſition of the Law ; asare the E'ecorate,and 

the Principalitie of the Empire, that is, the royal, 

antient Fees, which come nor by name of inheri- 

rance,nor by ſucceſſion of the father, bur by right 

of the firſt and Simultaneous inveſtirnre, and the 

grant of the firſt acquirer. c.1 .s. poſtea vero, > gloſſ.

ſhall be denyed this ordinary juſtice.and become 
of a more unhappy condition than others in that 
reſpect.

Secondly, Czſar offers to re- 
ſtore the Count Palarine,into part 
of his ancient dominions,, not to 


be deſpiſed. 


Now it 15to be conſidered, that this part 1s not 
named, nor expreſſ.d, nor intimated, of what 
quality, and quantity it ſhall bee. Ir onely de- 
pends upon the interpretation, and judgem-nt of 
the Imperaliſts, whether, ir bee ſuch as may not 
be eſteemed cobe deſpiſed. If rhey account of it, 
according to the eſtimarion of the condition, in 
which they place the Ele Rour,they will eſtecme 
a ſmall portion to bea great one. Bur that per- 
2.]venture, will bee ſo ſmall, and contemprible, 
that it will bee ignominious, and bring great 
-prejudice upon the King and the Electour, to 
accept it. Indced,by the laſt declaration, which 

Was 
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was exhibited to the Ambaſladour, it appeareth, 
and is to be plainely ſcene, that both the Eledto- 
rall dignity, and office, the chiefeſt, and greateſt 
thing appertaining to this reſtitution;and alſo rhe 
upper Palatinate, a portion, equall to that which 1s 
left to be reſtored in the lower Palarinate, is de- 
vided, and ſeparated from reſtitution, for, there 
it is ſaid , that neirher of theſe muſt bee menti- 
oned, or hoped tor,aslong as any of the Bayarian 
Line is ſurviving. Onely, of that part, which the 

 Bayarian, and Spaniard hold , onthe Lower Pa- 
lativate, by way of gage or pledge ; ſome hope is 
given, that it may bee reſtored ander certaine 
conditions, when thoſe Bankers are paied. Burt 
this part, (if you rake from thence the Signio- 
ries belonging to Lodewicke Phillip Duke of Sym- 
mcren, the Ele&ours farhers brother, and the 
goods aſſigned to the EleAreſſe Lodovice Coun- 
refle Palatine, his Grandmorher, and the Queene 
Elizabeth widowes,tor their dowries it would be 
very ſmail,and of lirrle eſtimation.But if you alſo 
divide from thence the fields, grounds,Ciries,and 
townes given, grante4,and deltyered to Legpald of 
Auſtria,the Biſhop of Ments, Wormbes & Spiers, 
the Maſter of the Knighrsof che Teuronicke or- 
der,theLandgrave of Darmftar,$ others,it would 
be far lefſe:for of theſe;rhere 13 no mention made 
by Ceſer,and therfore it can not be preſamed, that 
theſe (hall be compured,in the reſti:urion of thar 
no deſpicable pertion.And now itis alſo _— 
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ſerved, that it isnot to be added and expreſſed, 
when, & under what conditions, that epiromized 
_ portion ought to be delivered. This ought firſt co 

have beene agreed upon ; for ic might eaſily come 
ro paſſ*,that ſuch intollerable,unjuſt, and unlaw- 
fall conditions might be preſcribed him as the E- 
I-&our wich his:honour, and conſcience, covid 
not condeſcend- unto, which might as well 1m- 
peach the receaved religion, the Church difci- 
pline, and. ſtate, as the forme of adminilſtring, 
and governing the Common-wealith, and re- 
ſtraine rhem, to new and ſtricter lawes. Queſti- 
onlefle the Spaniards, and Bavarian will uever 
deliver up, what they hold by ſtrength in the Pa- 
latinate, unl«<fle they firſt receive in hand rhoſe 
emolumentrs, and profits, which they pretend, 
and require for their compenſation,and fati-fati- 
on ; the rates whereot , they well know how to 
inhaunce, at their pleaſure, The Spaniards in- 
deed, as formerly they have pretended, dc fire a 
promiſe, and performance of a league, and helpe 
from the Engliſh againſt the Dutch, and French, 
and the protection, and convoy of their owne 
navie, threatning withall , that they will not, o- 
therwiſe, reſtore their part in the Palatinare, 
but npon theſe, and.the like conditions. The 
Bavarian, who ( as Demoſthenes ſpeakes of one ) 
regards nothing elſe, hur how hee may ſtill get 
more, will craye a ſumme of money,and thar no 
{mall one- Therefore this part, whatſoever it is, 
| WIll 
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will coſtdeare,and a price not to be ſpoken of,and 
yer if the preſent defolation and vaſtation of rhe 
felds in the Palatinate, the depopulation of the 
Countrey,the ruine of their Villages and Townes, 
and the dwelling houſes burned to aſhes be confi- 
dered;it may bee accounted of no value,or eſtima- 
tion. | 
It 1s farther alſo to bee conſidered, that the 
Prince Electour, without prejudice of his right, 
and the violation of the fundamentall law, can- 
not conſent *to any partition, or acceptation of 
ſome one part.: becaule in the Golden Bull,by 
a ſpeciall decree, in divers places, and in cmphati- 
call words often repeatedsall diviſion, diſtrattion 
and diſmembring is forbidden : and it is alſo con- 
firmed by a royall decree, that the -Electorall dig- 
nity,ſhall bee ſo conjoyned, and connexed ro the 
Territory of the .Palatinate , that the one by no 
meanes may bee ever ſeyered from the other, If 
cherfore now he ſhould accept ofany parc, by way 
of partition,and diviſion, he muſt conſent and alſo 
acknowledge, that the Electorall dignity, may by 
ſome meanes,be ſeparatedeither from the whole. 
or part of the Palatinate, which yer hee cannor 
doe, without prejudice of his ritle , and entire 
reſtitution, unleſſe perhaps, ſome integrall part ; 
rhat is, the whole lower palatinate, to which the 
dignity 1s annexed ,- ſhould bee reſtored ; nor 
thar neither, but with this condition , that his 
title and hope of obtaining the reſt , may (till 
| I 2 abide 
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abide intire and uncontroverted. For, then the 
partition and diviſion cannot be ſaid to continue 
perpetuall, but rather a ſuſpenſion cf the 1atire re- 
ſtirution and Confederation. But, the meaning 
and ſcope ofthe Emyeror and Bavarian, and their 
Subjeas,is far from ſuch a moderation nd advice, 
as is moſt apparent ; not only by the laſt anſwere, 
but by other declggations and often experience. ,; 

Thirdly, the Emperour of- 
fers, Lhathe, according as it 
ſhall be agreed,w1ll inveſt him. 
But.now it 1s to be umder{tood , that this inveſti- 
ture is reſtrained,onlyto thar part which is promi- 
ſed tobe reſtored, as Radoldus the Internuncio for 
the Emperour into England, hath plainely decla- 
red; but not robe extended to the whole Palati- 
nate, and the Office of Arch-Sewer thereunto 
annexed. Bur the Prince Eleour, cannot with- 
out his great prejudice, accept of {uch an Inveſti- 
ture, as1s51imited and reſtraincd to one part, be- 
cauſe by that a&t he ſhould be excluded and paſſed 
over in the generall, principall, and fimultaneous 
inveſtitore, which of right belongs toall the males 
of that Stocke : in reſpe&t of the whole Pala- 
tinare, the coherent Dignity, and the depen- 


dances &, won preſumt. Hee = Dat 
15 not comprehended expreſly 
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in this common Inveſtiture, 
can pretend no Title of Suc-

Th-re is none of the Counts Palatine, bur may 
ground his Title, and hope for ſuccelsion in the 
Palatinate,and the Electorall Dignity , upon this 
Invefticure, For this Taveſticure doth give a title, 
cauſe,ation,hope,and pretence of ſucceeding in 
the Fees. c.1, Qwibus modis feud. conſt. poſſ. c.1.in 
ary age fr atrum. c.

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ture; thatis, the renovarion of the ancient and 
common inveſtiture, uſed in the Palatine family, 
for bimſelfe,as the head of the family,and his bre- 
threnand kinſmen; no way permitting that the 
Inveſticure may be omitted, or himſelfe,or the reſt 
which are to be inveſted, be pafled oyer. 


 Fourthly,the Emperour of- 
fers.that when it ſhall come to 
a I reaty, concerning the Ele- 
ctorall Dignity, and the other 
poſtulates,he will obſerve ſuch 
moderation, that in thoſe 
things which may bee gran- 
ted upon reaſonable Condit1- 
ons , both the moſt Illuſtrious 
King,may know ſome ſignes of 
the good aftection of his [mpe- 
riall Maieſty towards Him, 
and the Count Palatine may 
finde the inclination of his ta- 


VOur towards him. Bat it is to bee 
obſer- 
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obſerved; Thar,this C::ſarean ſuppoſition , is al- 
readv cancelled and .b:ugated by his owne two 
laſt an{weres. For,in them ic is ſaid plainely, Thar 
the Emperours difpotalls ofthe Dignities and do- 
minionsof rhe Elcctour Palatine, are confirmed 
by the late Treaty of Prague, and conſequently al- 
low<d of by all rhe Princes of the Empire. And 
yet by thoſe diſpolals, which in the records of 
that Treaty they have provided alwayes to be of 
force,all hope of ever attaining the Eleforare and 
the annexed Provinces, is taken away and cur of 
from the children of King Frederick : 1t being 
plainely there expreſſed; thar by thoſe diſpoſals, 
the Eleforate is conferred and delivered, noton- 
ly co the Duke of Bayaria, bur alſo to the Line of 
William,that is,to the race of his Father (of which 
there are five males yet remaining) for ever. 
Which v ery thing is more plainely and cleere- 
ly deliveredin the other laft anſwere; where his 
Imperiall Majeſtie doth confefle.and moſt plaine- 
ly ſhow, that he hath granted, (not onely to the 
Duke of Bavaria, bur alſo tothe Line of William) 
as well the EleRorall dignitie, as the npper Pala- 
tinate, by an hereditary right; and therefore no 
rreatie concerning their reſtitution, ſo long as any 
of that line ſurvived, might be admitted. By this 
chen it appeares plaineiy, that the hope of obtrai- 
ning the Ele&torall dignitie, and apper Palatinate 
is noronly cut off from :he hranches, bur from the 
very ſtocke > Vich what confidence then, _—_ 
W at 
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what ground, by what pretence, can the treatie 
about the reſticution of the Palatinare be continu- - 
ed? Indeed it wasafterward ſignified that upon 
adviſe with the EleQorall Colledge , which was 
interefſed in the matter, ſome meanes werediſco« 
vered by which hopes were given, that rhough 
the Bavarian line of 3am was yet in being, the 
difficulty , concerning the tleQorall dignity , 
might be over paſſed, and ſome more ample ſati(- 
fation given to the moſt iljuſtrious King of great 
Britaine. Bat there is none, that will uſe his rea- 
ſon, but may obſerve to what «nd, theſe reports 
were raiſed, anddeviſed. For they are gronmded 
upon no probabilitie, but tend meerely to enſnare 
and illaqueate wich vaine and empty ſpee- 
ches the King of Great Britaine,and all rhoſe who 
are interefſed in the Palatine cauſe, that they 
mightnot proclaime warre, take hold of occaſions, 
and fo joyne with the French, Swedes, and other 
enemies of the houſe of Anſtria, Such policies are 
ordinary in the Coarts of Czfar,and the Spaniard; 
as may bee proved by many examples. Indeed 
their Legates have learned this lefſon ſo per- 
fetly,that amongſt forraigne Nations, they have 
not undeſeryedly gotten, the name and fame of 
great politicians. 

But (I pray cell me) what meanes can be found, 
that ſacisfation may bee given to the right, and 
mof juſt claime of Cherkr Lodewicke the Eleftour, 
his brechren, and kinſmenon the one qr 
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ambition, and inſariable defire of the Bavarian on 
theother > Only ogemuſt be EleFour, and keepe 
that dignitie; twooannot fit in thatſear of Inſtice, 
nor performe the office of one man, nor ſpeake 
with one tongue, nor give one vote. The ſeaven 
EleQours, like ſeaven pillars, ſappore the ſtate of 
the Germane Common-wealth. If there be more 
or fewer, the Symmetrie and bulke of that buil- 
ding muſtneeds fall. T he Golden Bull, which is 
the Royall fundamental! law, and princely decree, 
admitteth only of ſeaven, and to each of them aſ- 
{ignes, and preſcribes his office, principalitie, and 
power, to which the EleQorate is annexed: hence 
alſo, it ftiles them the ſeaven candle-ſtickes, the 
number of which can neither be augmented, nor 
diminiſhed, without diſmembring and ſibverting 
of the body of the Republique. If there were 
more, as nine, or eleayen, (tor the number muſt 
naturally bee uneven, feft theyaices being even, 
there mighe happen a diviſion, and ſchiſme in the 
_ eletion of a king) what places, what prefer- 
ments, what offices, beſeeming their high dignity, 
could be appointed ro them > What lands, and 
provinces for rhe ſetling the Klectorate , conld be 
aſſigned ro them ? So great is the authority of the 
Golden Bull, rhar it cannot be altered and viola- 
ted by the Emperoar, though with the conſent of 
the Electours; unlefſe by overthrowing the lawes; 
that is, by racing the foundation , he would per- 
vertand ruinate the ſtate and conſtitution of the 
Commonwealth, But 
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But if it ſhould happen, that nine EleQonrs 
ſhould be created, how can nz be marſhalled in 
their proper ranksand order?(the Palatine ſarely 
will not ſuffer himſelfe ro bee diſplaced, and pur 
by of his right and poſſeſſion, confirmed, by the 
cuſtome of many ages, by the fundamentall 
Laws,and by the conſent of fo many Emperours, 
and all the Princes; becauſe he cannor doe this, 
without impeaching his honour, and wrong of 
his conſcience, nor yet withour reproach and 
injury to his whole family. For,ſo he ſhould ac- 
knowledge, and by his giving place and example 
wake ir publikely appeare, that He is juſtly de- 
prived of his ancient and acquired right,and pre- 
rogative which time out of minde did appertaine 
unto Him, among the EleGours ; and accept it 
as a great favour, thar he ſhould bee admirted as 
a new creature, and an Elefour upon the in- 
ſtance of intreaty : when yet with leſfe diſparage- 
ment and indignity Hee mighr better renounce 
the whole EleQorate, then conſent unto fo diſ- 
honourable a change of precedency and order, 
into the loweſt rancke; which would bee a figne 
of a fooliſh and pufillaminons ambition. The 
Bavarian i1kewiſe, will by no meancs fnffer him- 
ſe]fe ro be removed from the place, into which 
he hath aſcended, with-ſo great, and fervent de- 
fire, fury, and violence ; with ſo much labonr, 
and ſweat, with ſo much effuſion of blood , and 


long continuation of Armes; and which he hath 
ſnatch- 
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ſnatched away by force, and conferred upon 
his family. Although a new EleQtour ought co 
fit in the loweſt place, and not to be eſteemed 
of higher eminency,, then any other ; and yer 
ſuch is his ambition,and fo high are the thoughts 
of his aſpiring minde, that he makes no bones 
to concend for principality, not onely, with the 
FleQours farre more ancient then himſelfe, bur 
with Ceſar him(clfe alſo, as appeares, by the 
experience of many former yeeres, when hee 
compelled Ceſar, ar the meeting at Ratisbone, 
to diſcharge Wallinſten of his office, and to ap 
prove all the other things, which he then deman- 
ded. Long before that the Bavarian was placed 
'by 6eſar among the EleCtours, even in the times 
of the Emperours Rodotph,and Matthies!, he con- 
tended with the Arch-Dukes of Auſtria, for the 
firſt and more honourable place, he did ambitiou- 
ſly affect the title of ſoveraignty,as well as the Au- 
{trians, & in fine conſtrained Fer 4i»and, who then 
wanted his aſfiſtance, to give him that ticle, be- 
fore he was made anew EleQor. It istruc indeed, 
_ that the Dukes of Bavaria pofſeticd of the eſtate, 
and chiefe of their family, made ſom? ſcruple, to 
give place tothe Arch-Dukes of Auftria, ( which 
were not advanced to regall, an [mneriall dig- 
nity ) inthe affemblies, and parliaments of the 
Empire, profefling themſelves to be more anci- 
ent Dakes, and that it was unlawfall, for the Em- 


perours derived from the Auſtrian family, to pre- | 
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_ ferre their. poſteritie before the Bavarian family, 
which long time had enjoyed the priviledge of 
the chiefe ſeate, (by making them Arch-Dukes ) 
becauſe alſo, the Duke of Bavaria. (as the more 
worthy held the prime collaterall place amongſt 
the ſecular Princes, and ſubſcribed to, and ſigned 
the Decrees and Lawes propounded and confir« 
med in the Parliamentsby the Princes; when the 
Auſtrians, who diſdained tobe placed inferiour to 
the Bavarian, did fit coilaterally with the Priors, 
Prelates and Eceleſiaſticallperſons. But yet ne. 
ver any of the Bayarians did ſtand ſo much upon 
it.and prevaile ſo farre io it, with fuch eagernefle, 
ambition, and. better ſucceſfe, as:this moderne 
Dake: who above all the reſt, endeayours to 
preſerve the. ancieat ſplendor and dignity of his. 
Family, | 

- Buttheyſayit isprobable, and there is ſome 
hope, that. the Bayarians may. be periwaded ra 
conſent.to acovenant.of alternation, on this wiſe; 
that after.the death of Meximilias. the Bavarian, 
now poſſeſiingit, the Eleforall Dignity and Of 
fice, may be performed and held by exchange of! 
turnes,betwixt the firſt horne ſons and: Nephews. 
of him, and the firſt borne Sens and; Nephews of 
King. Frederick, Palatine : that for defauilr af<ither. 
of their ifie, the whole Electorate.may be totaHy. 
lefc,, as by right of accrewment, to.the longelt: 
liver, Butthcſe are muſhrumesand quilts, with» 
out rc ot Or ground, invented onely.to I

andenſhare the minds of the credulon*s. For the 
Bavarians now being powerfull, and having their 
eſtare ſecled, and withall , of eminent authoriry 
and grace in the Empire, arc ſo farre from conde« 
ſcending toſuch a Covenant, that they will not 
connive andpermit , that the controverſie of the 
EleQorare ſhould either be (er apart,or left in fu(- 
penſe. Theright of either party being reſerved, 
orthat it be referred to a Treaty or a comperent 
Iudge,asthey have openly and with great carneſt- 
neſſe publiſhed and declared;as at other mectings, 
fo more eſpecially in the Dier at Rarisbone ; and 
_ they havealſoby their urgent importunity , pref- 

ſedthe Emperour fo farre, that the Palarines of 
Roterte Race ſhall ſtil remaine excluded from. 
hope andpoſſeſfion of the EleQoratez nor (hall 
the permittedto them, ro que{tion their Title ro 
it, ſ6.long as any of the Bavarian Line of F/iViam 
ſarvives,andis alive: bur, that they ſhall bee com- 
pelled torenounceall their title, and give acauti- 
on, that they, will move no more for that canſe 
hereafterin the Empire: which unlefle they doe, 
netther Germany,northe Bayarians.can have any 
aſſyrance of peace and ſecurity. For (ſay they) if 
the Palatines have leaye and liberty ro demand 
their right,then, ſo foone as occafion and fapply of 
meanesfhall fayourthem (both which npon rheir 
re-entry. and refticotion to their dominions they 
wHl provide and obtaine) rhey will not bee quier 
againe, tHI'they haye- chaſed the Bavarians _ 
KS 2 the 
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the Ele&orate, as the ſonnes and Grand-children 
| of Rodolph have done, who have broken the 
nl cransaction, and covenant for their alternall fun- 
in ion of the Eleforall office, concluded of in the 
wh Papian treaty, and by force and frand have thruſt 
T6 out the children,and poſterity of Lodowicke the Ba- 
4 varian Emperour from their poſſeſſion. 

Itjs therefore neceſſary, that firſt, and before 
the Palatines be admitted intothe Empire, and re= 
ſtored to their Principalifies this queſtion be de- 
termined,and tranſacted abſolutely, which other- 
wiſe, would kindle the fire of new troubles, in a 
freſh warre,and by conſequent,the empire,and the 
Common-wealth, ſhould enjoy no ſecure, and 
firme peace , bur be difquieted with perpetuall 
feare. Thus they conclude, and (as they judge)de- 
termine, what they had adviſed of, and decreed 
from the beginning. And hence it came to paſſe, 
that with much ſubrilcie, threats,and Oratory they 
have not only procured the perpetuall ſucceſſion 
of the Bavarian Line in the EleQorate, and the ex- 
cluſion of the Palatine family, to be recorded into 
the Inſtruments of Prague, amongſt the conditi- 
ons of that diſhonorable peace, bur, have alſo com- 
pelled the Emperour, with their importunicy, to 
cur off from the Palatines, all hope of obcaining 

theEleforate, and upper Palatinate, by prochai- 
ming, and writing confidently, and abſolutely, 
that he may not permic, that, there ſhould be any 
demand or conference,or meeting,about their re- 


ſticy- 
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ſticarion, as long, as the male Line of IVilliem the 
Bavarian,was in being. Bur, goe to, let them ſay, 
and make oath, that they would conſent to this al- 
ternation,and ſucce{ſive executionby turnes ; is it 
tolerable that Charles Lodowicke, an Eleour borne 
by his owne birth-right, and by the law,proviſion, 
and tradition of his Anceſtours ; and that his bre- 
thren-and kinfmen, for whom this right was pro- 
cured, ſhould condeſcend to ſuch a condition as 
would both bring ſcandall ro Himſelfe, and his 
Countrey, and alſo. infringe their ancient privi- 
ledges,and prerogatives, With what credit, with 
what honeſtie, with what pretence can hee be in- 
duced that hee ſhould enfeeble, lefſen and divide 
his owne Right and pofſzilion, which hath beene 
ratified: and eftabliſhe.i by the preterition of ſo 
many ages, by the Confirmation of fo many Em- 
perours,in a word, by the approbation-of all ſtates 
throughout the whole worid (who have lived fince 
the firſt time of {«tling of a Common-wealth) & 

that for the favour of a moſt invratefull and dan- 
gerous Familic > Who can enduie, who would 
not ſtomacke and ſtorme, if he ſhould fee the Pala- 
tine Princes, who formerly have beene fo carefull 
to preſerve the ancient lawes and ordinances of 
their Countrey, who have adventured to under- 
goe any hazard, though it were of lite and ſtate, 
for the mair:renance of their lib-rty of the Gol- 
den Bnii, and orher conſtirvrions andfundamen- 
tall deciees now ſodiſhonourably and unadviſed- 


ly 
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 Iy codiffolue and violacethem? Hath not this co= 


yenantof alternation, which the Bayarians, even 
three Ages (ince,did preſume to bring in, been ab - 
rogated by the Golden Bull of Charts the fourth, 
by the Confirmation of ſucceeding Emperours, 
by the inviolable cuſtome of fo many yeeres, as 
an evill preſident, which might tend to the decay 
and ruine ofthe Empire, would foſter diſcord aud 
difference among(t the Princes,and be an occaſion 
of continuall broiles and tumults. 

_ From theſe things (which yet have beene but 
onely touched ) it doth appeare what may bee 
judged of thoſe meanes which are propounded for 
the overcomming of thar difficultie, concerning 
the reſtitution of the EleQorall i for, whe- 
ther the ſacceflion and execution by interchange- 
able turnes be propounded, or whether twonew 
ones, to bee added to the ſeaven Ancients bee re- 
ſolved en, both the one andthe other isnotro bee 
entercained, becauſe it cannot bee effeQed and 
broughtto paſſe with any reaſon, ſecurity and pro- 


_ fir, Let them cherefore {peake, promile, offer, or 


{weare what they will, it 19 cereaine and manifeſt, 
that Czfar, the Bavarians and their affociates, will 
never receive Charles Lodowicke the EleQonr, or his 
brethren, and kinſmen nnto their ancient ſtare of 
dignitie and fortunes , nor will they permit them 
roattaine toany power, Which may be any wayes

Secondly, He 1sbound-to re- 
nounce all Leagues and Cove- 
DC nanes 
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nants whatſoever, which either 
He Himlſelfe,or haply His Father, 
hath" "made 'with any Kings 
or States whatſoever , as: well 
within, as without the Empire, 


Heere he is enjoyned to bid farewell, for evyer.,to 
all Affiſtanrs and friends ; and folely ro reſt npon 
the meere favour of Ceſer, and to lay the fonnda- 
tion of his hope and fortunes upon thoſe nncer- 
taine and donbrfoll propofitions. - Bur, by this 
meanes, he ſhonldnot onely injure, and be ex- 
rtreamly ingratefull-rowards his better friends and 
acquaintance, who haye entertained Him, his Fa« 
ther, Mother, Brethren and Siſters exiled, and hi- 
thereo have preſerved chem ſafe,asin a Sanctuary, 
and accumulated rhem with all kind of Curteſies 
and friendly offices; bur alſo, he ſhould deprive 
himſelfe ever hereafter, of the power and lberry 
of looking for: 8& contratting leagues and friend- 
ſhips 6remerrainins Commerce and familiarity 
with whoa he pleaſerh;'- Ir is neicher wiſedome 
ror (afery to leave: cerraineties with diſhonour, 
and prejudice, both to Conſcience -nd Credic; 
and rorprne unto uncertainties which, are borh 
burcfalkgnd infamons, with diſgrace and rvine. 
How mif-rable wouldbe the condition, T willner 
Gyef « Prince, butofa Peafant , who muſt a 
Teo 
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himſelfe to be bound to fo hard and unjuſt condi- 
tions, that he ſhould quite diſable himſelfe of all 
hopesofufing occaſions & fayours of his friends ? 
There is no example extant, in which, ſo gene- 
rall, abſoluce , and indiſtin&renunciation of all 
leagues and covenants, hath beene required of 
any Prince of Germany,who hath hitherto beene 
reſtored anto favour. 


Thirdly, there mult be ſatiſfa- 
tion alſo given in other things,of 
which it ſhall be determined here- 
after,in a future Treatiſe concer- 
ning a league, to bee made with 
His Imperiall Majeſty, the King 
of Spaine , and the whole Houſe 


of Auſtria, Hence it is colleQed, rhat yer 
thzre are ſome other conditions to be exated of 
the EleQopr, and prefcribed ro him. In ailchoſe 
there muſt firſt be farisfation given m very deed, 
and a league confirmed by the King of great Brit= 
taine,with the whole Honle of Anſtriaand many 
other offices, emoluments, and affiſtance to! bee 

anzed according 'to the arbitrement and. dif 
poſeall of Ceſer,and the Spaniard , and then;the 
Emperour promiſeth He will performe his prQ

' , Asthe' poiſfince of no King, Prince, and Ena«; 
pire inthe world'atthis day ; can bee compared:

others; ſo:chere is none which 1s:{o formidable 
and more. to bee-:feared: than that:t5, which is 
alice farall1o: che Auſtrians-ard Spaniards. The 
Kingsof England, from time-to time have beeng 
_ very powerfnil; and for:their commodious;Scir 
tuacion of:thedland; and their command of the 
Sea have beene ever robee feared, But none of 
them did ever atraine-ro that' height-of power, 
to which King Cherler hath now 'aſcended:: ' who 
with one breath Tales and governes three, ;the 
molt |powerfnll, flouriſhing, and/populous kings 
domes,abounding,}nthe ſaperlative.degree, wittr 
alt things neceſſary for /peace and: warrei « -and 
(which 7s che ehiefcſt, and-of moR-imporrance) 


hem. 
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hem'din with two great llands,not without great 
difficulty to beentred:who with an unconquered, 
and continuall Navy, is Admirall of the'Sea, and 
by moſt ſtrong Garriſons keepeth rhe channell, 
and as hee thinkerh firting, right,and neccflary, 
doth either open or ſhut ir as his pleaſare : who 
hath aſſigned cercaine annuall and continuall re- 
venewes and profits, ro maineraine. a Navy, and 
now and: then to repaire it wich new ſupplies: 
at whoſe becke and will ( if hee pleaſe to com- 
mand, and uſe them ) all the Navies in the Ger» 
mane Ocean, in both the Balticke-ſeas, in Den- 
marke , about the coaſts of the Neatherlands, 
and Sweden , are ready , and will hoyſe up 
failes : who enjoyes a moſt firme peace, and 
encompaſſed about wich a numerous Of ſpring, 
reply 8& reſts upon many proppes,and ſtates: who 
goevrnes a moſt obedient people, that accu- 
ſtome themſelyes to obſerve his commands with 
a willing minde ; who hath the command of a 
moſt warlike Nation , and moſt valiant in their 
undertakings of Armes both by Sea and Land : 
who hathin a readinefſe ſome Myriades of moſt 
$kilfull Marriners,& approved Pilots; who is nei- 
ther terrified by feare or ſuſpition of ſedition,con- 


' tumacy, or diſobedience, nor yet diſturbed in His 


purpoſes, and intentions : who ſafely, . and thar 
with his great advantuge ,' may invade his ene- 
mies ; but cannot bee invaded without danger 


to the attempters : who can wage warre againſt | 
other 
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other Princes, with profit, and without danger ,' 
and prevent and ſuppreſle,in the very beginning 
a warre that is made againſt him, before it comes 
neare him : Bur, as he is moſt obſervant of his 
cqvenants , and molt deſirous of peace, and the 
greateſt lover of juſtice,and equity : So doth he 
alſo deſire no other mans right, provoketh no 
man nnadviſedly, but onely endeavoureth to 
keepe and maintaine that which 1s his owne. 
For, ſuch is the juſtice, piety, and integrity of 
this great Monarch, (for hee hath theſe graces, 
which are the ſopporters of his royall throne, +- 
mongſt others, proper and engraffed in his royall 
breaſt) that, he will keepe his covenants , con- 
ditions, and leagues, that are made with him, 
whether of peace or commerce, wholly, punqu- 
ally, and inviotably with all men ; and nor rake 
up Armes for profit, and by violence;but with 
neceflity, and mature preparation ; preferring the 
ſecurity and fafery of his people, before his owne 
privare revenge ordefjres. | 

Thar the Spaniards , at this day, keepe pofſeſſi- 
on of Flanders arid the Netherlands ; that they 
have free ingrefſe, and egrefſe, to their owne 
ſhores , bayes, ' and havens ; that theycan trade 
and trafftique with their fo far diſtant and remote 
Kingdomes; thar they can ſend their money, by 
lettersof exchange, to maintaine their Armiesz 
that they can rake up,and bring freſh ſonldiersand 
ſupplies intothe field: All chis, is by the favour of 

5 M King 
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King Charks : For had it pleaſed him, at that time, 
when the French and Hollanders, with their joy- 
ned forces and Armies marched into Flanders, ei- 
ther to have given them a ſmall aſſiſtance, or have 
reached ont his hand to the common prey ; 
there is no man doudrs, but they had beene turned 
out of the Netherlands, and beene beaten by Sea, 
and enforced to retire into their ancient Caves 
and Dens beyond the Pyrenean mountains. 
Henee then it is manifeſt, how needfull and be- 
hoovefullitis, for theSpaniards and the Auſtrians, 
to have for a friend (or at the leaſt no enemy, but 
amediatour both of Peace and Warre) fo potent 
a Commander of the Sea. They ought therefore 
carefully to take heed, that they doe not alienate 
or eſtrange Him from them; that they move Him 
. notto wrath, diſpleafe Him, or ſtirre Him up a- 
gainſt them. For if they ſhould have the King 
their Foe,and Enemy (the trueth is) they would 
ſoone be reduced to order, and forbeare their pil- 
laging and invaſion of other Kingdomes and Em- 
pires; and be compelled to alter their purpoſe of 
an univerſall Monarchie throughout Exrope , be= 
ing ſcarce ſafe in their o:vne houſes and countrey; 
and altogether unable to maintaine themſelves. 
If the King would, bur at the leaſt,prohibire, and 
hinder them from comming upon the Seas, from 
uſing of traffique and navigation; their power and 
ſtrength would ſoone come to a ſtraight : For He 


might,it Hethoughr fit toundertake it, in a ſhort 
ſpace 
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ſpace of time,and within one yeere,chaſe themoff 
from the Ocean, like that great Porzpey, who with- 
--in the ſpace of three yeeres, ſcoured the Sea of all 
Pirates chrough the whole Roman Empire. If any 
one doe well confider the particulars, he ſhall have 
cauſe enongh to dereſt,cicher the impudence, or 
obſtinacy, or arrogance of the Auſtrians and Spa- 
niards;in that,in the Palatine Caufe, they have not 
onely, not given farisfation to the moſt reaſona- 
ble and iuſt demands of ſo mighty a King; (whoſe 
Peace affords them ſafeguard and ſecurity) bur al- 
ſo that they ſtill hinder His Nephews from being 
reſtored ro the former ſtate of their Dignity and 
fortune. Bur let them know, That,as anger in he- 
roick ſpirits is {low and tardyin the beginning, foit 
1s fell and vehement,if being overmuch provoked 
it ſhall move irſelfe with a juſt violence. Philip &+ 
Pencer. is Chronic. Carion. At length (without 
doubr)the juitNemefis will awake,and riſe againſt 
them., requiring vengeance and puniſhment of 
thoſe arrogant oppreſſors of the innocent, and pil- 
lagers both of Kingdomes and Provinces. 

Now ifCeſars propoſitions be looked unon, as 
they are attired in the veſtments of the annexed 
Conditions;they are to be repured ſtill. yiler,baſer 
and more opprobrious. I pray you,what favour is 
this, which tends ro trouble & diſgrace,& withall, 
1s to be bought at ſo deare a rate? Briefly, every 
man may ſee, that this is intended chiefly, That 
both the moſt Illuſtrious Palatine family,moſt ob- 
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ſeryant of their liberty, and the ancient Ordinan- 
ces,may be utterly opprefſed,and continue in per- 
peruall infamy, that it riſe not againe ; and chat 
their friends and abettors may be circumvented 
and hindred from taking of Armes; and that they 
may not, upon the occafions and moments of time 
apprehended, aſſociate themſelves with the ene- 
enemies of the Auſtrians. ; 

Laſtly ; ic muſt be given you tonnderſtand, that 


The Emperour, inhislaſt anſwere, which 
he did likewiſe in the former , preſſed the 
Ambaſlador, to deſcend to parti- 
culars ; and more plainely, either 
by writing, or, 1t it pleaſed him, 
(which his Imperiall Majeſty did 
judge more convenient) by vo- 
call conference, with his Imperiall 
Majeſties Commiſsioners, 10 ex- 
plaine what the moſt Illuſtrious 
King of Great Britainedoth offer, 
and intend to-performe,to His Im- 
periall Majeſty in exchange of 


tiiele 
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theſe faire offers, that each Party 
proceeding 1n afatre equipage., (as 
the cuſtome 15) 1t may þe treated, 
agreed,and concluded concerning 
the Propoſitions demanded ; and 
the Conditions to bee performed 
on both ſides: which His Sacred 
Imperiall Majeſty thought con- 
ſentany and agreeable to reaſon. 

Bur the Ambafſador mm his propofition/, ard af- 
rerward,declared, That his King, if for 
His ſake there ſhould be a reftiru- 
tion, not onely of one part, but of 
the whole Palatinate, with the F- 
lectorate; and ſo the foundation of 
an univerfall peace ſhould be laid: 
Then Hee would make a league 
with the Fmperour , and the 


whole Houſe of Autftria, and the 
M 3 Princes 
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Princes of the Empire,to begin, 


ſetle, and continue a peace. 


A very good, and moſt faire requitall ! who 
could hope,and expe more ? The King offered 
more than enough ; and yet the Czſareans, and 
Spaniards, were not contented with it : They 
would have, that the Ambaſſadour ſhould re- 
monſtrate, and ſhew in particulars, with what 
couenants and conditions, the King of great Brit- 
taine, would make his league, with the Houſe of 
Auſtria(for of the Empire, and the Princes there- 
of, they made no mention, nor did they much care 
for it; becauſe che Auſtrians ſhould get no great 
advantage,by ſuch a conditioned league with the 
Princes) or what, or how much afliſtance, either 


of Armes, money,or ſhipping, Hee did intend to 


covenant, and performe. Bur the Ambaſſadour, 
as a wiſe, and circumſpect man, thought it nei- 
cher reaſonable, juſt, nor honeſt, to goe further, 
in anſwere of things particularly, before the Em- 
perour would come nearer to his demandes, and 
plainely declare, whether hee would conſent to 
the whole, and intire reſtitution, as it was requi- 
red; or at leaſt, what part,and upon what tearmes, 
he determined to reſtore, giving hope, and pro- 
miſe , that the remainder likewiſe in ſhort time 

ſhould be {arrendred. 
Thoſe offers, which were made and propoun- 
ded in thename of the King, were not onely ho- 
x nourable 
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nourable, excellent, and beſeeming ſach a magna» 
nimous King, moſt defiruus of the publike peace; 
. bur alſo, moſt neceſſary for ſerling a peace in rhe 
whole Empire : to this adde that, the King ( not 
bound therennto by any obligation)offered theſe 
things meerely, in teſtimony of his good attecti- 
on. But thoſe propoſitions obtruded and thruſt, 
as it were,upon the King, by the Emperour, are 
uncertaine, diſhonourable , unworthy , imper- 
fect: ſuch as are neither anſwerable ro the Kings 
demands, expeRation and merits; and ſuch as 
are not expreſſions of a generous and free ſpirit, 
bur reſtimonies of a tenacious, coyetous, and ſor- 
did diſpoſition. To paſſe by that, the Ceſareas 
 Majeſty,both in reſpe& of the innocency of the 
Princes, that are to bee reſtored;in reſpect of the 
juſtice of the cauſe, and in refpe& of the pub- 
like good ; that would haye enfied, was obliged 
to farre greater condicions, namely, to the intire 
reſticution of the EleCtorall dignity , and domi- 
njons, | 

And yet,if hee had come ſomewhat neerer ro 
the juſt , reaſonable, and fo often iterated de- 
mands of the' Ambaſſadour, and had paſſed over 
thoſe ignominious conditions which he preſcri- 
bed ro the Eletour, by confenring to an honou- 
rable reſtiration, which might have been ac- 
cepred, without prejudice , and with ſafery; 
and wichall, had proponnded noble, and' honeſt 
conditions, upon which hee would haye pn” 

te 
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ted a reſtitution : then the Amballadour know- 
ing how much the favour, and benevolence of 
Ceſor would meric, had beene ready to proceede 
further. Bur che drift of the Ceſarean was firſt to 
know, what they might certainely and particular- 
ly expeCt from the King, whether any, and what 
proviſion, of Armes, money , or ſhipping hee 
would grant unto them +: and all.to this end, that 
if they perceived, it would not anſwere and much 
condace to their purpoſes, then,it might be Jaw 
fall tor them to goe backe, and diſmifſe che Am: 
bafſaduur, the treaty unconcluded; Thoſe things 
which are objec&ed concerning the Diſpoſtions, 
confirmed by the #reaiy of Pragne , and ratified by 
all the, Princesof the Empire,and broughtin only 
te excuſe, and ſettle the Emperours decrees in the 
Palatine cauſe,do ſufficientlydeclare,whar 1s to be 
hoped for in the integrall reſtitution of the domi- 
nions and dignity.By the decrees of Prague it ap- 
peareth plainely,that,there were certaine private 
and ſecret coutraQts , betweene the Bavarian.and 
the Emperour, by vertue whereof, the EleGorall 
dominions and dignities were not onely given, 
granted, and. confirmed tothe Dnke of Bavaria, 
for tearme of lite z but alf to-the whole race of 
his facher #/3//za2, from whom it is called the Wi} 
helmian Line , toendure for ever : for the decree 
rannertn in theſe words :.. |

Let all thoſe things be conſidered, and exami- 
Ned, which hitherto have beene ordered, diſpo- 
ſed and done. de faFo, in the Palatine cauſe , and 
decreed azainſt him, from the beginning to this 
d1y, and thole eſpecially, which concernes the 
"diftribation of the Electorate, and divifon of 
the Palatine Territories. Are not all, and each of 
them directly contrary to the golden Bull, and 
the plaine preſcriprt of the Capitulation,and laws? 
Is not the Elecorall Palatinate torne in pieces, 
devided, and diſtracted, the gpeater part,together 
with the cftice, being given co the Bayarian; an 
other part to the Spaniard: the reſt ro others, di- 
rely againſt the prohibition ? Where, whether, 
and when , were the EleRtours called, afſembled, 
conſu'red, and gave their votes, according tothe 
cuſtome of their Anceſtours. while thele things 
were done ? Did not the Saxon, and Branden- 
burger conſtantly, and eagerly oppoſe the King 
Frederiches proſcription, the tranſlation of. the 
Eleqorare upon the Bayarian, and the exclufon 
of the Kings children, and kinſmen from their 
right? Let the ſuffrages ( given up in the Senate 
of Princes) 1n Febrnary, anno 1623. Let {andry of 
their letters, to the Emperour,and' their an{wers. 
given tothe Imperiall Ambafſadours be read. If 
they are now ſilent, It 15 becanſe they are com- 
pelled by violence, and feare. When the Eleto- 
rate was tranſlated , to the Line of William the 
Bavarian, when thoſe conſtitutions, were forged,

Did they thengive 
in their Vores, according ro the cuſtome of their 
Anceſtours? Did their lawfuil confenr,and Vores. 
precede it 2 Were they who were deprived of 
che Ele&orate,their Right and Srates? Vere 0- 
thers, (who were alſo intereſied,)cited, heard,and 
defended ? Was this great negotiation determi- 
ned, upon the hearing of the Cauſe,and according 
to the preſcribed Lawe? No ſnch thing. was 
though of, no ſuch thing done , but the cogni» 
zance of the Eleftonrs, States , and unſuſpeted 
Peeres, was neglected, and rejected; andatl things 
determined , by arbicrement, by affection, ha- 
rred, and fulnefſe of power ; againlt juſtice, the 
Lawes,and Culiomes; the Royall Decrees,Cove- 
nants, and Capitulations, againſt rhe cuſtomary, 
and due manner of proceeding;againit the abſenr. 
unheard, unaccuſed, guiltlefſe, plaine innocenrs : 
not ina publike aſſembly,but privacely.in a cham- 
ber,and by a ſecret Party, theſe things were done, 
ſpoken, decreed.written and perfected.

T he Sifting of the 
ſafety,or ruine of the Sacred Roman Empire 
(as experience will witnefſe) might depend, 
they were not called to Counſcll, and heard, 
according to the Rule of Capitulation, eſpe- 
cially, when there was acontroverſic, about 
an Eletour,a principall member of the Em- 
pire: That this buſineſſe, concerned oneof 
the Septemvirare, and the ElcCtorall Digni- 
ty ; and therefore the EleCtours were not to 
be excluded from the cognizance thereof, 
Thac it is ſufficiently knowne, that the cafo 
and queſtion betwixe the Lord,and his Val- 
fall, when it is controverted about theloſlc 
of a Fee, according to the common feodal! 
Law, is to be decided, and judged by the 
Pceres of the Court, who arc of cquall dig 
nity, and cſtimation with the detcndant ; 
Thar, this Ordinance ought to bee better 
obſcryed, when any thing is to bee de. 
termined againſt them , who arc now Illus 
ſtrious, and eminent : That by the Cove- 
nantof Capitulation,thoſe who are moſt in- 
timate, and familiar Counſellers to His Cx. 
ſarcan Majeſty, and who might <qualize 
(him, 
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( him,that wasto be puniſhed,or deprived of 
His Priviledges) in State, Dignny, and for. 
- tune, ſhould have beene called to Counſcll : 
That they diJ openly, and to the face of the 
world,proteſt ; that this profcription , and 
the execution thereof , was decreed,and pro- 
mulgated without their counſe]l, and con- 
ſent : That an other manner of procceding 
ſhould have been obſcrved,in this buſineſle: 
That in the forclaid Capitulation, it is moſt

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voured ; 7 hat the Count Palatine , might 
have becn heard before His condemnation,

How much more needfull was it, that Hce 
(hould have their Counſlell,and approbation, 

hen the queſtion was made about the tran- 

{fav of the Eleorall Digaity , and ſuch 
noble, and Princely Fees of the Empire? 
Thar by this proceſle, the other Eleftours, 
Princes,and States, might reccivea great,and 
Irrecoverable loſſe, it themſclves unheard, 
and the Elefours not called ro Counſell, 
they,thcir children,and necre kinſmen,with- 
out examination of the cauſe, might be de- 

prived,and ſpoiled of their ſtates and dignt- 
tics entayled upon them, and all theſe tranſ- 
ferred to ſtrangers, by arbitrement. That 
by this meanes.,an ElcCtour,or Prince of the 
Empire, would bc of a more unhappy con- 
diciongthan anv ordinary noble perſonage of 
Poland,becaulc, that he cannot be profcri- 
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bed.but in a full Parliamenr, That theeſti- 
mation, and prerogative, by which the Elc- 
Qors haye beene hitherto, of cminenc nois, 
within, and without the Empire, would 
grow of {mall accoynr, and chat they, who 
tormerly,in their preſence durſt not pur on 
their hats, might hereafter make a queltion, 
whether, they ought to ſtand uncovered be- 
fore them. If the EleGours ought not to be. 
conſulced with, and know, whca any Ele- 
ctouris to be proſcribed, that then indeed, 
they could not underſtand in what the pre- 
rogative, and authority of the EleCors doth 
conſilt,or (the name onely cxcepted ) what 
difference there can be, betwixt them, and 
the minor Princes of the Empire; nor,how 
they may be ſecured from the danger, and 
prejudice to which themſclves might be ly. 
able by this manner ot proceeding ; that the 

 proſcriprion of the Prince, with the follow- 
ing exccution,and theenſuing tranſlation of 
the EleRorate, ( which vught not to have

All ctzeſe argaments, which wee have touched 
by way of Colle&ion , following the heads of 
things, and bur areliſh of; boththoſe EleCors, of 
moſt renowned and eminent authority and eſti- 
mation; who out of their owne knowledge, have 
teſtified, and in their publike wricings,and letters; 
in their ſpeeches in open Parliament; by moſt 
ample Embaſſies ; have very often, and mgrethan 
ſufficiently wricten and declared. And it is ap- 
parent from thoſe things, though but related, 
apon what foundation of trueth , and cre- 
dit, thoſe things are built , which were formerly 
urgedout of the Anthor De Septe».Dirata in Ducess 
Baverie optimo jure trarſlato; and what is to bee 
thought of the tranſlarion of the EleQorate;done 
foprivately,wichour the required folemairies, and 
the lawfull advice of the Eleftors aſſembled. Bur 
ofthis argument, rhere will be a more conventenc 
place, to ſpeake hereafrer. Ir ſhallnow ſaffice,to 
bring in this cancluſion , out of thoſe premiſes ;

Surely 
ſome, andamong{t them rhe Ele&or of Branden- 
burg,coſenred with an expreſſe reſervation, & ex- 
ceptio,cicher generall ſalvo uninſcuin/7; ivre,laving 
every rmans Tight, or ſpecialty asthe tame Elector 
hath done in this Palatine cauſe. And the reſtare 
thought tohave ſubſcribed under the ſame ſecret 
condition: For this clauſe, Salvo inre tertiz,though 
it be omitred, 1s alwayes notwithſtanding concet- 
ved tobeincladedin che writings. 4.7 xfc.c. ſicon- 
trains vel ntilitat public.1.f1 quardoS ultt.x.dereſcrip- 
tisc. ſuper eo. x. decrim. falſ.

Nor 
is it ſufficient, toſay, that thoſ> Diſpoſals were 
confirmed by the Princes of rhe Empire, unlefle 
that alſoit be openly ſhewed, that the confirma- 
tion was made with knowledge of the cauſe, For, 
this 1s neceſſary, ſaith Nicelaus Burgundus in his

Palatines, and diſpleaſed with the Bavarians, and. 
therefore having excluded theſe laſt, he gave,and 
adjudged the Eleorate to the former; what won- 
der? for he joyned in Armes with Rupertus the 
Palatine, for the ruine of the Bavarians. Hemricys 
Rebdorff in annal. and afterwards miſerably ſpoy- 
ledall Bavaria, When therefore hee would give 
way to his owne defire, while he ſought to pleafe 
his owne affetion , foming with a moſt burning 
barred againſt theBavarians,he greedily ſnarcherh 
at that occaſion, agreeing with hisGenios, thar 
hee might cake vengeance of his enemies , and 
keepe them (unable to reſiſt him) below the dig- 
nicy of their Anceſiours. Andnot much after fo/. 
72. theſe things being thus ordered , when the 
EleQors were prepoſefied,when Rupert the Count 
Palatine, did flouriſh in moſt eminent grace. 
when the Bavarians were involved in the doubt- 
full hazard of warre; briefely , when all things 
were brought to that paſle , that the Bavarians 
were accounted as enemies,and the Palatine ſtood 
2s a favourite : Rapertas the Count Palatine, in 
the yeare 1356. in the Dietat Norinberg, obtai- 
ned aC harrter of Letters patents, by which the 
Ele@ovurs affirme the office of Arch-Sewer , and 
the EleQorare.tobe annexed tothe Countie Pa- 
latine of the Rhine.Sarely, nothing at that time 
was more eafie to be obtained chan that. Hee had 
the Emperour of his party, and the Emperour 
drew ali che EleQonrs onto his ſenrence; for they 
all fab{cribed , according to the forme which 

-» Charks 
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Charks had preſcribed rhem. They had ſeveraliy 
concluded , what they ought all joyntly to have 
queſtioned ſol. 2 33. Yon were berter not ſpcake 
ot Chart:s the 4.* * and his Bull: we know, we know 
what he intended;and now all men know, that we 
know it. Hee facrificed unto his wrath againſt 
all law andrighr, againſt the caſtomes of our An- 
ceſtours; he endeavoured to conferre the EleCto- 
rate uponthe Palatines, whom hee loved moſt 
dearely, that he might ſnatch ir from the Bava- 
riarns, whom he hared moſt deadly. This is thathe 
would have, this isthat hee intended, and aymed 
at ; and how he mighcatraine unto this end, hee 
ſummoned all his wits rogether. Speake now 
fol. 298. what , as much, and as eloquently as you 
can; yet this is our Iewell , which 0ths the third 
ſer into Bavaria ; by him we cam? into poſſeſſion, 
and upon him we reſt, Charles che fourth labou- 
red in vaine to take it thence, what ever he did. 
he could effect raothing. It ſtood ſecure, and im- 
moved above the top of power, the ſapreame 
hand of puiffance could not reach thither, nothing 
was done lawfully, nothing orderly, nothing fo- 
lemnely. Ir was no judictary fencence, but vio- 
lence. He caſt ont the Bayarians by exrreame 1n- 
Jary ; that, againſt all right he mighr bring in che 
Palatines. Your beginning is wicked, the procee- 
ding unjuſt,and to conclude, the whole poſſeſſion 
vicious. Thus farre he. 
But now,as before is done, place onely the Pala- 
tines, and the Palatinate for the Bayarians , aud 
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Bavaria; Maximilian Duke of Bavaria, for Ryper- 
1#5 ; Ferdinand, for Charles : the diſpolſitionsof the 
Eletorate, and the :reaty of Prague, for the gol- 
den Bull; che Diet of K atisbone, tor that -+£ No- 
rimberg ; you will ſay (the perſons onely being 
changed) the ſame play 1s atteeat this day, which. 
3s fteigned by Burgundws;to haye beene acted Inop 
ſirce, and was firſt ſhewed upon the ſtage, by 
Chr:ftopherus Gewaldur, by an artificially contrived 
tale. - 

Theſe were the firſt which ſtood ap, as the 
chiefe patrons of the Bavarian cauſe, who have 
not feared to oppoſe, and accuſe of falfitie , and 
nullity, the ſacred, and for ſo many ages invio- 
late, authoriry of the golden Bull. Bur if ir bee 
lawfull,for private men to vilefie, and make voide 
rhe moſt ſacred decrees, the wiſeſt ordinances, 
of our Auceſtours the continuall cuſtome obſer. 
ved by ſo many Ages, allowed, confirmed, and 
ſealed with the imprinted ſeales of the Empe- 
rours, and EleQours : I will not ſay what confi- 
dence, but what hope of ſerling the ſtare remaines? 
 Whatcan be ſafe, juſt, and inviolable in the com- 
mon ſociety of men, in the ſucceſſion, and poſſe 
ſion of dignities,and offices > woefull experience 
doth reſtifie , what miſeries have atrended rhis 
. oppoſall of the golden Bull,and uſtrpation of the 
Palatine Electorace : In one word, deadly warre, 
cruell ſlaughter, horrid proſcriptions , and the 
moſt co bee lamented, diſftration of the whole 
Empire, the chiefe and principall cauſe of this 
CON- 
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continued, and renewed morcall warre, being,the 
ſnatching away of rhe EleGorall dignity, which 
the moſt 1iinſtiious Eieftors,of Saxony,and Bran- 
denburg , forcſaw immediately , and forerold 
from the beginni'g: They affirmed, that the tranf/a- 
tion of the Elecdorate.was not a meane: 16 ſtay the warre, 
but rather an occaſion which might produce , and raiſe 
gore bitternes of mind. ſchiſme and diviſion among ihe 


Princes. and the univerſal diſtraciion and deſolation of 


the Empire : thit therefore th.y thought it n:edfull that 
the Count Paiatine ſhould be reſtored ; that a ſecure aud 
true peace might be ſetted. that by rigowr there conld bee 
#0 conrſe taken for the ſafety of 1h: Republique , which by 
that m-anes was rather drawne into danger and invot- 
ved 112 aperpetnall warre. Againe,that they adjudged the 
tra: ſition of the Ei: Forate. tobe the principall cauſe of 
the ſetroubles and warre;becauſe the children of the Count 
Palatine. in regard of their knowne inmocency , might by 
p0 meanesbe excluded from their dignity, and dominions, 
thoje eſpeciully. who before the pretended cryme of the Fa- 
ther h:d obtained the priviledges atchicved by the provi- 
dence and covenant of their forefathers in 1he Eled orall 
Palatinate Bejades, that their neereſt kinſmen of blood (to 
whom the right of atchivement did likewiſe appertaize,ly 
the 1multaneous Inveſtiture)werewronged, nd deprived 
of their right. The ſame moſt 1luſtrious Princes, have 
wore then on'e,and againe complained openly, that their 
good. pear rable conn[els were wot hearkned unto. but that 
thoſe meau's were undertak:n.which in deede were cau- 
ſes of more ſtirs. commotion and enmity: for experience it 
ſelfe plainely ſhewing that the ſtate did ſi#i grow worſe,in 
S regard 
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regard that thoſe courſes , ( from which they had uſed all 
argument of dij[waſion,as being the ſeeds of diſcord were 
nevertheleſſe preferred, and put into execution with all 
vehemency of ſpirit. | 

Beſi.les,not onely both thoſe EleQours by their 
owne Ambaſſadours, but alſo the reſt of their col- 
leagnes,and the other Princes which were preſent 
at Ratisbone, in the yeare1623,when Ceſar wasa- 
bout to have confirmed the EleForall dignity up- 
on the Bayarian, by a generall conſenr teſtified, 
that King Frederick was not the incendiary,and ar- 
chirect of the ſtirres in the Empire, themſelves af- 
firming it,in theſe words. That the Count Palatine is 
a young Prince , Who b ting ſeduced by others. knowes not 
kow to adviſe himſelfe: and againe, that hee was not the 
authour and beginner of thoſe commotions in Bohemia, 


| but that they had their beginning, and proceedings before 


he was ingaged therein. 

Bur, it is mnch co be admired at,and lamented, 
(that I. may not ſay it 18 worthy of blame and re- 
proofe) that the Emperour, and Elefours for ſo 
many yeares, and in fo many ſandry Parliaments, 
and in theſe two laſt kept at Rarisbone , in the 
year:s 1630, and 1636. neglected ro hearken to 
the demands of the King of great Brittaine, and 
by the granted and decreed reſtiturion of the Pa- 


-latinate upon reaſonable rermes,to reſtore peace 


to th: Empire,andcheir Countrey, fo ſhaken with 
civill diffention, and warre. How can they excuſe 
it before God and men.of this preſent and the en- 
fuing ages? Had they aort canſes weighty, and ur- 

| gent, 
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urgent enough; to move them to preferre peace 
before warre,that thoſe tumules being quieted, and 
ſome perſonages reſtored to their former c{tates 
and fortunes,they might ſettle themſelves,and rhe 
whole Empire, inthe tranquillicy, fatery, ſecurity, 
and honour ? Ought not, both the preſent common 
calamiries of the Chriſtian Commonweale , and o- 
ther neere approaching, ſtirre and rouſe them up? 
ought not the mournefull cryes, intermingled with 
reares,of their waſted, and deſolate Country, move 
them,and pricke them forward,to an intimate com- 
miſeration? They might have learned by the events, 
and inſtrutionsof ſo many yeeres, that the ſafety, 
liberty, Honour, and quiet of the Commonweale, 
was contained 1n that reſtitution, and the Decree 
for torgetfulnefle : but contrarily.that by the expul- 
f1on,and oppreſſion, of the moſt Illuftrions Ele&to- 
rall Palatine Houſe: this woefull warre was not on- 
ly,not extenuatedandabated, bur grown more grie= 
yous,and raif=d to ſuch a flame, thatthereby all Ger- 
many is ſet on fire, and the neighbouring people 
and nations are ſcorched... What fruit hath this con- 
tinuation of che'warre brought forth? Whar profit 
and power hath thereby accrued to the Common- 
weale, it is knowne to the world : and the Vidories 
themſelves, muſt needs confeſſe, whar ſmall profit 
they have gotten by their viories; to wit,that they 
were never the more ſecure, but have received 
more loſle, and trouble ; more ignominie, and ha- 
tred, than profit, praiſe, and authoriry. Nor is itto 
be doubred, but that greater miſchiefes and incon- 
S 2 venien« 
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veniences may enſue, if they ſhall ſuffer theſe diſ- 
cords,and raging warres, to abide in their ſtrength 
.  burlittleJonger, For it is not probable, thar rhoſe 
princes who have bin difveſted of their eſtares,dri- 
yen into ex1le,and brought to the poiart of diſpaire, 
will ever be quiere, as longas they can expe any 
reliefe, or helpe elſewhere; nay, they will leave no 
ſtone unmoved,no meanes unaſfſayed, but as it is in 
the proverbe, will move both Heaven and Hell; and 
co conclude, like the Serpents, whoſe head being 
bruiſed, doe laſt of all threaten with their raile , 
will leave nothing unarrempted, wherby they may 
be inabled ro returne into their Countrey, and re- 
cover their loſt eſtares. And this (certainely will 
bring wich it moſt ſtrange, and dangerous changes 
of ſtare, miniſter fuell ro aperpetuall warre, tor- 
ment and terrifie the Princes of the Empire with 
continuall feare, andat laſt, haſten the ucter ruine, 
and deſtruction of the Commonweale. 
Beſides,the forraigners, which either would abate 
the puiflance, and authority of the Cztarean Maje- 
ſtie, and the houſe of Auttria, the foundations 
whereof are thought to be laid in Germany, ſecke 
for profit in the rubbiſh of che Empire, or revenge $ 
private injurtes,or endeavour a change of govern» | 
ment,may alwayes havean occaſion to purſue their 
deltgne, whileft under the ſhew of helpe, co which | 
they will profefſe themſelves born, for the reſti- | 
_tution of their baniſhed friends. and allies,they may 
diſpatch their owne intendmentrs. Iris cobe feared 
alſo,leaſt the Turkes uſing, and being moyed _ 
0113s 
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this occaſion, riſe up, and with their whole power 
before they have any loſſe, invade Germany alres- 
dy ſhaken and much weakned , to the conqueſt 
whereof they have long time applied themlelyes, 

and yet attend the opportunity of the ſeaſon. 

All theſe, and other innumerable miſchiefes 
might have long fince been prevented, if all private 
quarrels, enmiries, and factions ſet apart; the peace, 
and concord,and ancient conſent, and harmonie of 
affeQions had bin reduced,and eſtabliſhed among(\t 
the Princes,and by acommon, and publike accord, 
care had beentaken, and proviſion made, for che 
ſafetie, and ſecuritie of the Common-weale. And 
this ſurely had beene eaſily done, if thoſe coun(. 1s, 
and remedies which availed to that purpoſe, and 
were in areadineſle, had been ſooner rak-n,and ap- 
plied; of which, theſe two alone are thought the 
moſt conyen1: nr,and efficacious. Fir{t;it a generall, 
and univerſallamneſtie of things paft had been de- 
creed; fecondiy every one, (no man excluded out 
ofthis peace,andamneſtic) who by warre, andthe 
injury of times, was caſt downe from his fortunes, 
and honours, had bin intirely reftored to the eſtate; 
which he poſi: fled before theſe ſtirres began, For 
this is moſt cerraine; that there can bee no firme 
ground found ouc for aconcordin Germany, that 
no peace, no leagues will endure long, which are 
not concluded with che conſent, and will of all who 
are intereſſed therein,and with reſtirurion, and (a- 
tisfaction t» the ba':1ſhed perſons. The ather con- 


CAE ol any beremaini''g to be agreed upon, and 
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added, would have paſſed withour difficulty, or ex. 
ceprion. For,out of doubr, the {trangers, who have 
engaged themſelves 1n this warre;by this meanes,all 
pretence of the continuation thereof being taken 
from them,would willingly have refrained Armes, 
and entertained peace. . 

Againe,by reſtitacion of the Palatinate , Charks 
Lodowicke the EleQour being r-ceived into his for- 
mer degree,and dignitie; the Emperour and Ele- 
fours might have gained this advantage, that they 
might have layda farre ſtronger, ſurer, and ſerled 
foundation of an univerſall peace, than by the trea- 
rie of Prague; all hope being raken from rheir ene- 
mies of invading, and opprefling the Germane 
Common.wealth,and che other provinces (ver free) q 
from the tyrannie of warre, And withall as they 
might have purchaſed a moſt glorious and happy 
peace, and ſecurity for the Roman- Germane Em- 
pire, themſelves, their friends,allies,and people: fo 
coconclude, might they have deliveredthe youth of 
Germany (by ſo many {Jaughters and miſeries, redn- 
ced from ſo great a number, toſuch an admired, and 
unheard of ſcarfirie) from famine, mourning, ſor- 
row,and griefe, by which as by a gentle fire they 
were daily waſted, and deſtroyed. Beſides, ir had 
beene noſmall honour to the Emperour and Ele- 
Qours, if they had replaced, and ſerled in their an- 
cient honours and poſſeflions, the Princes Palarine, 
deſcended of ſuch a Princely Race, joyned in con- 
fanguinitie with the principall families of che Kings 
and Princes of Europe, whoſe progenitours have z 

ſo 
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ſo well deſerved of the Empire,(for the greatnefle, 
glory, liberty, and ſafery whereof,chey have beene 
ever moſt carefull conſtant defenders and abetrers) 
for whom alſo ſo many Kings, and Princes, whom 
the reſtitution did concerne, had interceded. and 
briefly, who might bee, an ornament and profit ro 
the Empire. | 
By this ation, they ſhould not onely haye firme- 
ly obliged the Palatines ro them; and have found 
them ready and gratefull, in the returning of all lo- 
ving offices, and good affection ; bur,alſo prevailed 
with the moſt illuſtrious King of Great Bricaine, 
that in teſtimony of his gratefull minde, our of his 
ſingular good affeftion to the Germane Common» 
weale, he would have conſented, to have entred 
into covenants with his Imperiall Majeſtie, and the 
Princes of the Empire, as well for the ſettling of a 
generall peace (the groundworke thereof being 
firſt laid upon the reſticution of the palatinate ) 
as for the maintaining thereof, againſt all that durſt 
oppoſe ir. How great an advantage, ſecurity, and 
glory might have accrewed to the Empire by che 
alliance, and defenfive Armes of this moſt pnifſanc 
King. the Emperour and the Electours might eafi- 
ly judge, if they would have taken into their con- 
ſideration the condition of rheir owne eſtates, the 
preſent times and calamities of 'the Countrey of 
Germany brought to rhe neereſt ſtep of ruine. 
All this then heing trath, you ſhall give me leave 
O yee men, Princes, Peeres, and free'Denizons, 
that my ſpeech may rurne to you, before I come to 
| a COM 
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2 concluſion. I Intreat and beſeech you, by the 
everliving God, by all rhings divine and humane, 
by the Athes of your Anceſtours, by the Gerizr of 
the Countrey, to conſider in what eſtate yuur af- 
faires have been, and in whatthey now are, what 
miſeries you have ſuffered already, and what dos 
yet ſurround, and hang over you, if you ſhall yer 


_ neglect ro adviſe ſpeedily for your owne ſafer ad 


eſtates. Obſerve you nor that by che turtune of 
{trangers affeing ſoveraigntie, by their counſels, 
and ſupplies of money, the liberty, authority, for- 
tune, dignity, and glory arc ſo ſhaken by theſe ci- 
vill warres. that it is in all probabilirie to be feared, 
leaſt your ſelyes being brought to povertie, and fla- 
very, ſhall be forced tolive under a perpetual yoke. 
Whom can you blame for rhis, bur your ſelves? If 
preſentiy upon the beginning. ye had ſeriouſly nn- 
dertaken the cauſe of Frederick? (chrough whoſe 
ſides ye were ſtricken) eirher ro defend it, or to 
compound it: It with joynt courage, force, and 
counſell, you had oppoſed your ſelves to this co- 
vetous deſire of ſoveraigntie, andthe diligence uſed 
for the ſpoile of your liberty and religion, when it 
was inthe birth or moving from rhecradle; rhings 
had gone farre betrer with von, and you ſhould 
have gained a good report, for yalour, conſtancy, 
and piety; in place of the ignominy, b!ame cowar- 
dice and mifery, which doe now attend you. Bur, 
with extreame ſhame, and diſhonour, not without 
{uſpician of berraying and forſaking your friends, 
you have ſuffered one, to be loſt, and devoured af- 
| ; rer 
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ter another, thinking that their caſe did not at all 
concerne you, V hac?know you not that alwayes 
they whom cowardice and wicked ſubriltie hath 
derained from Armes, io the end they might bee 
ſecured by other mens perils, have ſuffered molt 
| ſeverely? Rex Milhridates ad Regem Anſacem apnd 
", Saluſtium, lib. 6. Hiſt. you could have done no- 
\ching, chat could be more gratetull ro your cne- 
mites, by nothing have they had greater advan- 
rage againſt you, then that you did not conſult 
incommon, that you didnot joyne your forces, 
and Armes; and with one conſent oppole this 
danger, which hung over all promiſcuoutly;ther- 
fore, while cach of you have fought fingly, you 
have been overcome generally. Ex Tacito inTia 
Agricole. Againe, either willingly you would, or 
have ſuifered your ſelves to be deiuded, and ſedu- 
. ced with promiſes, and gifts; to be digjoyned,and 
ſevered each from other, ro bee deceived, and 
corrupted with a falſe glofſe of triendthip or fa- 
vgur. Have you not obſerved, that it is cuſtoma- 
ry with them which take up Armes with a deſire 
of Soveraigntie,for the ſetling oftheir owne au- 
thoritie,and the ſubverſion of religion and liber- 
ty,togive out, that chey intend no offenſive warre 
againſtallin generall, but againſt tome in parci- 
cular, untill choſe being vanquiſhed, whom firſt 
_ they fell upon, they may proceede by degrees 
againſt ſome others, and in the end againſt all. 
Iacobus Zewecoting in obſervatis politicis ad Swetonis 
p - Trane 
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Trenquilli Inlium Ceſarem,cap.35. Thus you have 
been deceived, and delnded with the falfe colours 
of their good affection,and grace, who haye made 
warre for your deſtrudtion, and the ingroſling of 
your wealth (the onely end by them ar firſt pro- 
pounded ) which have fallen upon you ſingly, 
whileſt you nor rhinking that you were the per- 
ſons aimed at, have beene wanring both co your 
ſelyes,and your Neighbours, ingaging them in a 
dangerous warre,and haftening your owne ruine. 
Fina ly, there have happened diſcords, ſchiſmes, 
diſſenſton, diviſion of counſels, hatred,both pub- 
like and private,cauſed, raifed, and 1ncreafed by 
difference of religion, and ſubrill ſuggeſtions of 
calumniators, envies,emulations,pride,preſump- 
tion, falſe conceits, of your owne power, hope 
vamely placed,and ungrounded;of forraigne ſup- 
plies, diſtruſt, and malicionscrafts in forbearing 
ro ſuccour your friends, unthankfulnefſe, brea- 
king and voiding leagues, and covenants; and 
many other things of that nature, which wee 
then,andare yet practiſed amongſt you,and theſe 
reduced the Gerrane Commonweale (once the 
moſt flouriſhing ſtate of the world)ro mourning, 
deſolation and extreame miſery, And now (bur 
roo late) you finde and apprehend what manner 
of tronbles ſurround you, with what chaines and 
ferrers yon are manacled, in what a Labyrinth, 
and priſon you are incloſed. Could you be igno- 
xa: t, that they, who intended to lay a Fug of 
; Ve- 
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{layery opon'a free Nation, caſt out many falſe 
miſts, and ſeeme rather to doe any thing, bur 
what they doe, and ſo long pretend the preſerva- 
tion of liberty, and che obſervarion of ancient cu- 
ſtomes,c1ll rhey have taken away all hope of their 
recovery, and abundantly affured chemſelyes of 
the meanes to ſoyeraignty? Iarobus Zevecotius in 
#bſervatis politicis ad Suetonii Tranguilli Inliun Ce&- 
ferem at [npracitavimns.cap.7 9 16 five. 

Pardon me, I beſeech you, you men, and Prin- 
ces,if you thinke I have ſpoken too freely, and 
boldly; Know,that I am alſoa Germane,and care- 
fail of rhe Germane crecir, honour, eſtimation, 
and libercie, thar I am moved with the calamities 
of our countrey, and racked berwixt anger and 
ſorrow becauſe { ſee both it and you to periſh ſo 
miſerably ; and ſo ſoone, and fo diſhonourably to 
loſe all the repute, credite, dignirie, libertie, the 
Empire deſcended from our Anceſtours, and 
rheir gotten glories, and become aprey, ſcorne, 
and conremprto ſtranzers. To ſpeake with the 
Oratour, Wee pafſe no day without teares, nor 


ever leave to bewaile our Countrey, and lament 
this alteration. ;
